HIV vaccine to 
undergo SF test 

...but no benefit expected

T he San Francisco Department of Pub¬ 
lic Health (DPH) will join a national 
effort to find a vaccine against HIV in¬ 
fection, beginning in early 1999. Dr. 
Susan Buchbinder of the DPH AIDS Office 
and Dr. James Kahn of San Francisco Gen¬ 
eral Hospital will head the local study, in 
which approximately 300 sexually active gay 
San Francisco men will receive seven injec¬ 
tions. Volunteers will not know if they are 
being inoculated with the potential vaccine 
or with a harmless - but useless - placebo. 

The vaccine being studied, AIDSVax, is 
manufactured by VaxGen of South San 
Francisco, and has been variously described 
as everything from “promising” to “dubious” 
by experts and activists, many of whom are 
also concerned about the methodology that 
researchers will use. 

The National Institutes of Health (NIH) 
currently estimates a rate of HIV infections 
among gay men at about 1.5 percent - 
meaning 15 gay men per 1,000 will serocon- 
vert in the course of a year - and the study 
will seek to determine whether participants 
who get the vaccine seroconvert at a slower 
rate. Along the way researchers will track the 
group getting the placebo to verify the 1.5 
percent seroconversion rate. But, activists 
say, if the vaccine is effective the study design 
will deny its benefits to volunteers who get 
the placebo, and with the seroconversion 
rate already Figured from previous trials, 


there is no reason why every volunteer 
shouldn’t get the potential vaccine. 

Activists say there is no reason for Vax¬ 
Gen to endanger the health of half the vol¬ 
unteers by withholding anything that might 
fight HIV infections. They point out that 
clinical trials of AIDS medications no longer 
use placebos because the denial of effective 
medications is considered unethical - the 
exception was in some AZT trials the U.S. 
State Department sponsored in Africa this 
year, which resulted in an outpouring of 
condemnation over the study design - and 
say vaccine trials should be “compassionate” 
studies like the trials for treatments. 

“People go into these trials because they 
hope for some benefit,” Jeff Getty of ACT 
UP/Golden Gate pointed out. Getty knows 
what he’s talking about - he volunteered for 
an unprecedented bone marrow transplant 
from a baboon in 1996 - but says he is sur¬ 
prised how little VaxGen understands why 
people volunteer for studies. 

“I spoke with the woman in charge of the 
program and she told me that volunteers 
should do it for some altruistic reason, for 
the advancement of science, without con¬ 
sidering whether it is of any benefit to them. 
I was amazed talking to her; it was like talk¬ 
ing to AIDS drug manufacturers in 1986.” 

Joe Wright of DPH told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter the department “definitely doesn’t 
want anyone to assume they’ll get any bene¬ 
fit from the trial.” He feared that such an as¬ 
sumption would almost inevitably increase

'John Doe' leaves

A young man who was victim to a pos¬ 
sible anti-gay hate crime over three 
weeks ago was released from St. 
Mary’s Hospital and into the care of 
child protective services this week. Since the 
December 4 incident, St. Mary’s doctors 
have tried to bring the young man out of a 
state of amnesia. He is still listed as John 
Doe. 

Doe was found stumbling near the hos¬ 
pital in the early morning hours with cuts 
and swelling to his face, and with anti-gay 
epithets scrawled across his chest and stom¬ 
ach. Written with a black marker, the mes¬ 
sage read: “You should all die,” and “You 
don’t deserve to live fucking queers.” 

“He did not have any recollection of the 
incident,” said Officer Milanda Moore of the 
San Francisco Police Department’s (SFPD) 
special investigations unit. “He did not know 
his name. He did not know his age. He said 
the only reason he knew he was in San Fran¬ 
cisco was because somebody at the hospital 
had told him.” 

Community United Against Violence 
(CUAV), an anti-violence agency dedicated 


exclusively to the lesbian, gay, bisexual, and 
transgender (LGBT) communities, offered 
to help Doe as did the district attorney’s vic¬ 
tim assistance program. When dental 
records indicated that Doe was probably a 
juvenile, he was turned over to youth work¬ 
ers at the Department of Human Services 
who placed him in a foster home. 

“He may be on the bridge of being 17 or 
18,” Moore stated. “We don’t know if he’s an 
adult. So we notified child protective ser¬ 
vices to take care of him.” 

It is also known that Doe has an accent 
and is Latino, is 5 feet, 5 inches tall, 125 
pounds, has black hair and brown eyes. “He 
was last seen wearing baggy blue jeans, a 
long, black nylon jacket, black lace-up boots, 
and a white crewneck T-shirt,” according to 
CUAV’s Greg Merrill. “Both of his ears are 
pierced and he was wearing green prescrip¬ 
tion contact lenses.” 

“He could be faking it,” a St. Mary’s nurse 
admitted. “He could be suffering amnesia 
but maybe he’s really trying to avoid a 
doomed fate. He could be an illegal alien 
who does not want to be sent back to a 
country where he will be persecuted for 
being gay. 

“St. Mary’s has certainly gone to great

lengths to protect him, for whatever reason,” 
she said.

Death sought for 
Shepard suspects

A Wyoming prosecutor will 
seek the death penalty for 
two 21-year-old men ac¬ 
cused of tying gay student 
Matthew Shepard to a fence and 
fatally beating him. 

Russell Henderson and Aaron 
McKinney will be tried separate¬ 
ly, Henderson in March and McK¬ 
inney in August. Police believe 
they lured Shepard out of a 
Laramie bar on October 7 and 
beat him because he was gay. 

Prosecutor Cal Rerucha said at 
a preliminary hearing last month 
that McKinney and Henderson 
beat Shepard, lashed him to a 
fence and sought to find out 
where he lived so they could bur¬ 
glarize his home. 

Eighteen hours later, a passing 
bicyclist who first thought Shep¬ 


ard was a scarecrow hanged on the 
fence as a Halloween prank soon 
realized that he had come across 
the victim of a hideous crime that 
triggered worldwide outrage. 

Shepard was rushed to Poudre 
Valley Hospital in Fort Collins, 
Colo., where he died October 12. 

Twenty-year-old Chasity 
Pasley, Henderson’s girlfriend, 
pleaded guilty to being an acces¬ 
sory after the fact to first-degree 
murder and will be sentenced in 
February. 

Kristen Price, McKinney’s 19- 
year-old girlfriend, pleaded not 
guilty to the same charge. No trial 
date has been set. 

Investigators say the women 
threw out bloody clothing worn 
by Henderson while he and McK¬ 
inney pistol-whipped and beat 
Shepard, a small, openly gay 
freshman at the University of 
Wyoming. ▼

TWA charges PWA $150 
to breathe, round trip

A San Francisco man with 
AIDS and lung cancer has 
learned the hard way that - 
despite the Americans with Dis¬ 
abilities Act - life is more difficult 
and expensive for disabled people 
like himself, even during the hol¬ 
idays. 

Michael Thomas told the Bay 
Area Reporter he was surprised to 
find he had to shell out an addi¬ 
tional $150 to use an airline tick¬ 
et he received as a gift this fall. 
Thomas’s health condition has 
kept him in San Francisco Gener¬ 
al Hospital on and off throughout 
1998, and requires him to use 
oxygen tanks to help his respira¬ 
tion. When a friend gave him a 
round trip ticket to St. Louis so 
Thomas could visit his family for 
Thanksgiving, Trans World Air¬ 
lines (TWA) refused to allow him 
to bring along his own oxygen 
tanks. Instead, TWA insisted he 
had to use oxygen supplied by the 
airline - at a cost of $75 each way. 

He wound up paying for his 
health condition, thanks to an¬ 
other generous friend, and TWA 
is sticking to a corporate policy 
that Thomas believes is discrimi¬ 
natory. 

A few days before his Novem¬ 
ber 23 flight, Thomas called to 
make arrangements for bringing 
his oxygen tanks aboard the 
plane. “When I called TWA,” 
Thomas told the B.A.R., “I was 
told that I would be'charged $75 
per leg of the trip, or $150 total. 
Only a gift [from another friend] 
allowed me to purchase the oxy¬ 
gen necessary for me to travel.” 

Before his departure, Thomas 
had sent a letter to the TWA cor¬ 
porate office, also located in St. 
Louis, stating that he was being

treated unfairly for equipment 
necessary to his health. 

“I had sent a letter stating that 
to charge me for equipment nec¬ 
essary for my health is discrimi¬ 
nation based on the Americans 
with Disabilities Act,” he said. 
“The day of my return, Mr. [Rick] 
Simmons from TWA corporate 
customer relations contacted my 
social worker [Janis Takamoto] 
and stated that charging for oxy¬ 
gen ‘is very much in keeping with 
the American Disabilities Act [sic 
TWA], that we [TWA] have the 
ability to do so if we choose to 
transport passengers who are in 
need of this kind of assistance.’” 

In a statement to the B.A.R., 
Simmons claimed “this is not a 
federal regulation, but TWA does 
have the right to require passen¬ 
gers to purchase oxygen through 
the airline.” 

Brusque...tanks a lot 

On the day of his trip, Thomas 
boarded the plane and discovered 
that he had been placed at the 
back of the aircraft. “I was placed

at the back [against a wall] and in 
a seat that did not recline. 

“The flight attendant placed 
three tanks of oxygen at my feet, 
without instructions, brusquely 
telling me that I ‘knew how to use 
it.’ I had to figure it out on my 
own real quick.” 

Simmons told the B.A.R. that 
“Mr. Thomas was probably in a 
seat that was inoperable. That 
could be why it wouldn’t recline. 
Why he was seated at the back of 
the plane, I couldn’t tell you. But 
we do reserve the right to indicate 
who should purchase oxygen 
through our airlines.” 

Simmons confirmed that 
Thomas’s social worker had been 
in contact with TWA and that 
“Mr. Thomas does have a file with 
TWA customer relations.” 

“We really feel that Michael 
[Thomas] has been treated un¬ 
fairly,” Takamoto told the B.A.R.. 
“He has such a great attitude, he 
always smiles and makes you feel 
good. I know he must have been 
treated unfairly because he’s such 
a wonderful person - not the type 
that complains.” 

Thomas is currently in the 
hospital undergoing further 
chemotherapy treatments, and is 
seeking legal counsel through the 
AIDS Legal Referral Panel about 
the possibly discriminatory TWA 
surcharge. “I find this situation 
extremely distressing,” he con¬ 
cluded. “I feel that others should 
know.” V

Press conference on GHB and like- 
substances to be held in early January

' an Francisco General Hos¬ 
pital Poison Control Center 
~ has completed tests on Blue 
Nitro and has concluded that it 
does not constitute a true ana¬ 
logue to the popular, but illegal, 
drug Gamma Hydroxy Butyrate 
(GHB). 

Possession of Blue Nitro or its 
main ingredient, Gamma Butyl 
Lactone (GBL) - a precursor to 
GHB - is, at least for now, not 
criminal. 

Nutrition City Network, Inc. 
markets Blue Nitro and claims 
that it “produces exactly the same 
effect as GHB, guaranteed,” com¬ 
pany representative James Lindsey 
told the Bay Area Reporter. 

“There have been a lot of 
products that try to imitate GHB,” 
said A1 Abramowitz, epidemiolo¬ 
gist at San Francisco’s Communi¬ 
ty Substance Abuse Services. “Blue 
Nitro is related [to GHB] because 
its main ingredient is GBL, a paint 
solvent,” he said. “It’s hard to be¬ 
lieve that this product can pro¬ 
duce any of the benefits that it 
claims to make.” 

GHB and like-substances al¬ 
legedly offer the user euphoric, 
sexually-charged sensations that 
produce prolonged erection and 
longer sexual performance capa¬ 
bilities. In addition to these 


claims, Blue Nitro reports to 
“be good for HIV-positive 
persons,” according to 
Lindsey, “because it in¬ 
duces deep sleep.” 

“Lofty claims like 
this are immediately 
suspect,” said Ron 
McGlashan of the of¬ 
fice of public affairs 
at the San Francisco 
Police Department 
(SFPD). “These 
people who produce 
these chemicals are 
preying on the gay 
population. They’re 
trying to push the 
right buttons to get 
people to buy their 
product. 

“If these claims 
were true, doctors 
would be pre¬ 
scribing Blue 
Nitro rather than 
Viagra and Vira- 
cept.” 

Overdoses 
from consump¬ 
tion of GHB and 
like-substances 
have been on the increase in 1998, 
according to McGlashan. “We’ve 
seen more overdoses from these 
kinds of liquids than from any 
other type of drug out there,” he 
said. “The Blue Nitro overdose 
that happened a few weeks ago 


should be treated exactly 
like a GHB overdose. We 
at SFPD want this to be 
a safe new year. We 
want the New Year’s 
parties to be cele¬ 
brations, not stu¬ 
pidity.” 

On December 8, 
a man consumed 
more than the rec¬ 
ommended dosage 
of Blue Nitro in a 
Castro shop, then 
unbuttoned his 
jeans, threw up on 
himself, and passed 
out cold. Staff at the 
store then called an 
ambulance, and the 
paramedics took him 
to the San Francisco 
General Hospital 
emergency room after 
attempts at reviving 
him were unsuccess¬ 
ful. He was later re¬ 
leased from the hospi¬ 
tal. 

In addition to re¬ 
ports on overdoses, 
drug agencies and sub¬ 
stance abuse authorities want to 
heighten awareness by highlight¬ 
ing the recent anti-gay attacks in 
which victims have reported los¬ 
ing consciousness [see “Anti-gay 
attack leaves SF man cut, bruised, 
and branded,” and “21-year-old 
Sacto gay man brutally beaten, left 
to die,” December 10]. 

“There are too many date 
rapes where the victim loses con¬ 
sciousness related to drug con¬ 
sumption. So we want people to 
play safe and be safe,” McGlashan 
said. 

“These substances can be dan¬ 
gerous and people need to know 
that they are playing with fire.”

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Subscriber claims 
POZ breached privacy

&. n HIV-positive subscriber 
to POZ magazine is angry 
' with the magazine for sup¬ 
plying his name to marketers, 
breaching his privacy and break¬ 
ing a confidentiality agreement 
the company promises to its indi¬ 
vidual subscribers. 

POZ is a monthly publication 
chronicling the era of HIV/AIDS, 
and the struggles and advances 
that go with it in the search for a 
cure. Chris Daniels of Guerneville, 
who has been HIV-positive since 
1995, says he’s been barraged by 
solicitations since he became a 
POZ subscriber a year ago. 

“I only wanted to receive 
POZ,” Daniels told the Bay Area 
Reporter, “but there’s been a whole 
lot of other stuff that I receive that 
ends up junk mail. It’s all because 
of the POZ reader response card,” 
Daniels said. 

The reader response card avail¬ 
able in every issue of POZ states 
that persons who are HIV-posi¬ 
tive may request a free subscrip¬ 
tion, simply by signing and dating 
on the dotted line at the bottom 
of the card and returning it, 
postage paid by POZ. 

The response card also asks if 
readers of POZ would like to be 
included on the their mailing list, 
made “available on a one-time 
basis to other groups.” 

Appearing to assure discretion, 
the card asserts “we [POZ] never 
identify persons by their serosta- 
tus.” The magazine requires new 
subscribers who do not wish to 
receive “discreet mailings” to 
check a small box, located at the 
bottom far end of the right cor¬ 
ner. 

Daniels said, “I checked ‘no,’ 
but started receiving literature 
from drug companies and pre¬ 
scription services companies. I re¬ 
ceived a lot of information from 
CPS [Community Prescription 
Services, a mail-order prescrip¬ 
tion drugs service headquartered 
in Manhattan]. 

“I never asked for this infor¬ 
mation and was very upset to all 
of a sudden get letters and 
brochures from these companies, 
trying to get me on their drugs.” 

Among other solicitations, he 
received detailed information 
about the drug Videx. CPS’s cor¬ 


porate description of Videx, ad¬ 
dressing the subscriber personally, 
begins “Dear Chris Daniels: For 
many years Videx (ddl, didano- 
sine) lived in the shadow of its 
older brother AZT.” It went on to 
claim the retroviral nucleoside 
analogue is now new and im¬ 
proved with once-daily dosing, 
improved taste, and is easier on 
the stomach. “It’s not as tasty as a 
fruit-flavored Turns,” reads the 
letter, “but its not bad.” 

Stating that “new HIV treat¬ 
ments are being approved all the 
time,” CPS claims “it’s tempting to 
think that the newer drugs are 
better than the older ones. But 
that’s not always the case,” the 
company affirms. CPS concludes 
by stating that Videx “could be an 
important part of your treatment 
regimen, especially in combina¬ 
tion with Hydroxyurea.” 

“That information is fine,” 
Daniels said, “but I didn’t ask for 
it and POZ is wrong for sharing 
its mailing list with other compa¬ 
nies, against my wishes. They 
broke confidentiality rules. An¬ 
other thing, CPS is owned by 
POZ. The two companies have of¬ 
fices in the same building.” 

Daniels alleges he spoke with a 
phone representative at CPS and 
demanded that his name be taken 
off of their mailing list. He also 
inquired as to how the company 
received his address in the first 
place. 

“The phone rep fumbled,” he 
said. “I prodded him into telling 
me and he seemed confounded by 
my questions. I think they know 
what’s going on and that POZ 
simply shares its subscriber list 
with companies it owns or does 
business with. I know there are 
many others in the same predica¬ 
ment and who want their privacy 
respected,” he concluded. 

The B.A.R. has confirmed that 
CPS is located at 349 West 12th 
Street in New York. POZ shares 
that address. A phone representa¬ 
tive at CPS also confirmed that 
the company is co-owned by 
Strubco, Inc., the owner of POZ 
Publishing, LLC. CCP also owns a 
pharmaceutical warehouse in 
Ohio and distributes its mail¬ 
order meds through over 35,000 
drug stores nationwide. 

“Because AIDS isn’t over,” is 
the motto of POZ magazine. 
Daniels, wants AIDS to end - and 


with it his HIV drug regimens - 
but knows that there would be no 
reason for POZ s further publica¬ 
tion if that happened. 

“If AIDS was over there would 
be a lot of companies, especially 
drug companies, that would be 
out of business,” Daniels said. 
“This disease has big business 
written all over it.”

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The necessity is building 


couple of weeks ago, in the space 
below, we printed a guest editorial 
. from a man who had suffered 
through hard times. He described some of 
the frustrations he felt as a person facing 
homelessness, at a time when this country 
has no real plans to address that problem. 

In doing so, we inadvertently upset our 
friends at Metropolitan Community 
Church-San Francisco: they thought (and 
some still do) that we intended to single 
out the church and its volunteers, staff, and 
clergy for chastisement and humiliation. 
Nothing could be further from the truth. 

The point of printing the guest opinion 
was to provide a forum for a segment of the 
community that rarely gets a forum, to 
show some of the harsh realities of life in 
our “civilized” society - and to show those 
ugly truths during the “time of peace on 
Earth, goodwill to all” and all that. Many of 
the people who read the B.A.R. know that 
MCC-SF provides regular dinners for the 
destitute, and we fear too many of them be¬ 
lieve those dinners, and other similar pro¬ 
grams, adequately address extant needs. As 
much as we wish it were so (and as much 
as our friends at MCC-SF wish it were so) 
the truth is that homelessness is too over¬ 
whelming, too enormous, for that church 
or any other church to really fill the needs. 

Perhaps a brief history lesson is in order 
here. 

When Ronald Reagan was governor of 
this state, he systematically dismantled pro¬ 
grams that served people with physical dis¬ 
abilities, mental disabilities, and substance 
abuse problems - as many as he could, in 
fact. He then went on to Washington and 
carried out his diabolical dismantling on a 
national scale. By the time he was done, the 
streets were full of unfortunate citizens 
who are unable to fend for themselves and 
who should have been in institutions re¬ 
ceiving care. They were followed by thou¬ 
sands of working poor who fell victim to 
economic policies of Social Darwinism that 
allowed the president’s friends to grow 
richer but left the poor considerably poor¬ 
er. 

By the time Reagan left office, America 
had reached new levels of poor children, 
working poor, and people with all manners 
of disabilities who slept in their cars if they 
had them, and on street gratings if they 
didn’t. 

Gradually, in the years since then, the 
country has worked like hell to pay off the 
hideous deficit the addlepated Reagan left 
behind as his legacy, but even with the na¬ 
tional debt paid off, politicians and others 
in positions of power don’t seem to feel it is 
incumbent upon the country to house and 
feed our poor. 

When churches and charitable organi¬ 
zations step in to try to help, like MCC-SF, 
they are frequently stung with criticism lev¬ 
eled by their clients: people who might 
rather criticize the government that has 
abandoned them, but who can’t make those 
complaints heard and therefore complain 


where they can be heard. Many, to use a 
phrase coined by George Bernard Shaw, act 
like a sinking ship firing on its rescuers. It 
isn’t right, perhaps, to criticize those who 
help, but it is human nature. 

The reality is that MCC-SF’s programs, 
even when combined with every other pro¬ 
gram in San Francisco, cannot really make 
enough of a difference to the des¬ 
perate poor. Hot meals may have 
the desired beneficial effect for 
the hour or so before the desti¬ 
tute have to go back to their 
sidewalk gratings, but it takes 
governmental care, concern, and 
support - from the national level on 
down (or up, depending upon 
your perspective) to the local 
level - to ameliorate the situa¬ 
tion. Everything else is super¬ 
ficial, a Band-Aid. 

We’ve done it again, we suspect: some 
MCC-SF members will accuse us of accus¬ 
ing them of being superficial. Not so, and 
we apologize if we hurt anyone’s feelings. 
But if this makes anyone understand that 
“creating change” by giving quarters to 
charitable groups is not enough - and will 
never be enough until the government 
takes up the slack - we hope those with 
wounded pride will understand. 

On the local level, addressing the prob¬ 
lem means building more housing. It’s ob¬ 
vious by looking around that San Francis¬ 
co is a city that can build : Mayor Dianne 
Feinstein built the downtown canyons and 
has thousands of offices to attest to her 
ability to maintain erections (of the steel- 
and-glass variety, anyway); Mayor Willie 


Brown will leave office with two new stadi¬ 
ums as a testament to his edifice complex. 
But where are the living spaces? 

This city needs apartments, flats, and 
houses a lot more than it needs those ball¬ 
parks and offices. As a matter of fact, we 
think it’d be wholly appropriate to tell 
Washington to get its damn mint off our 
hill, that we need that land to build homes, 
and to stop the stonewalling on the 
subject of land on the Presidio and 
Treasure Island - although the en¬ 
forcement of silence seems to be 
originating here, rather than in Wash¬ 
ington. The question of housing is 
not theoretical: it is a matter of 
^ flesh-and-blood, life-and-death 
... and all too frequently, just 
a matter of death. 

The situation will only 
worsen: last week’s fire at the 
Leland Hotel left another 100 homeless in 
San Francisco; for many American families 
“welfare reform” only means they will 
begin the new year without any money or 
hope for money, and many of them may 
come to San Francisco where life is ru¬ 
mored to be easier; and more gay youth will 
find themselves turned out of their homes 
with no hope and no direction except, 
vaguely, west. Expect to see more homeless 
on our streets, and more visible need for 
additional homes. 

And if it annoys you, don’t fall into the 
trap of criticizing the wrong people. Don’t 
blame the churches that may “attract” the 
homeless, or the homeless themselves. 
Blame the “leaders” who are unwilling to 
lead us out of this awful situation. ▼

Editors and other cunning linguists 

As alliances grow among lesbian, gay, bisexual, 
transgender, and “questioning” people, so does inter¬ 
est in any term that might refer to these communities 
collectively. I believe that one reason for the growing 
popularity of the word “queer” is that it is increasing¬ 
ly regarded as such a term. Newspaper editors, who 
are attuned to trends and are bound to use concise 
language in writing headlines, are understandably in¬ 
terested in the word. Although mainstream news ed¬ 
itors might correctly assume that this emerging usage 
of “queer” has not yet reached critical mass among 
the general public, the majority of the B.A.R.’s audi¬ 
ence seems sufficiently familiar with it for the B.A.R.’s 
writers and editors to use it. 

The latest debate among B.A.R. letter-writers over 
use of the term is consequently focused not on 
whether this usage is understood but rather on 
whether the term is too tainted by its history as an ep¬ 
ithet to be otherwise employed. Those who don’t as¬ 
sociate the word primarily with hate speech, particu¬ 
larly younger people from urban backgrounds, are 
presumably motivated not by a sense of combative¬ 
ness but by simple ignorance of the pain some of their 
elders feel when confronted with the word “queer.” 

Ironically, by promoting the empowerment and 
self-determination of the oppressed in the civil rights 
battles of decades past, the older generation paved the 
way for the popularization of the non-epithet version 
of the word “queer.” When women asserted that sex¬ 
ist assumptions left them invisible behind the word 
“gay,” the word “lesbian” gained more common cur¬ 
rency. As bisexual and transgender people followed 
suit, the need grew for a new word to serve as the 
blanket term that “gay” was once imagined to be. 

The continuing spread of the new positive incar¬ 
nation of the word “queer” might have the happy ef¬ 
fect of resolving the debate in time; as the new usage 
replaces the old, bigots will find themselves with one 
less word with which to express their hatred.

Oh, (St.) Mary! 

At St. Mary’s Medical Center and all CHW Bay 
Area Region hospitals we make every effort to coop¬ 
erate fully with the media. However, our first priori¬ 
ty is the privacy and protection of our patients, which 
I feel were compromised in a story written by Bay 
Area Reporter reporter Mark Norby. 

In the story about a patient known as John Doe 
[Anti-gay attack leaves man cut, bruised, and branded, 
December 10], Mr. Norby misled your readers by in¬ 
dicating that a St. Mary’s physician provided infor¬ 
mation about this patient, whose case is part of a po¬ 
lice investigation, without regard for patient confi¬ 
dentiality. This simply is not true, as Mr. Norby never 
spoke to this physician. 

On Tuesday, December 8, Mark Norby contacted 
the Corporate Communications Department at St. 
Mary’s to request information about a patient who 
was admitted as John Doe. This call was referred to 
me. I returned Mr. Norby’s call and left a voice mail 
message telling him that John Doe was a patient at St. 
Mary’s in stable condition but I could not release ad¬ 
ditional information because a police investigation 
was being conducted. I gave Mr. Norby the name and 
telephone number of a police officer on the case. 

In the article published this week, Mr. Norby de¬ 
scribed John Doe’s injuries, along with additional in¬ 
formation, which he attributed to St. Mary’s 
physician Dr. Lloyd Johnson. In fact, he 
f quoted Dr. Johnson directly. Again, Mark 
Notby never spoke to Dr. Johnson. I am 
the person who has talked to many re¬ 
porters about John Doe since Friday, De¬ 
cember 4 and have released only the in¬ 
formation indicated above.. 

Patient confidentiality at St. Mary’s 
and all of our hospitals is inviolate. Mr. 
Norby’s interpretation of ethical reporting may send 
a harmful message that compromises the trust our 
patients and families place in us. Therefore, I request 
that the Bay Area Reporter print a correction about 
this matter.

It’s a good idea for any man, even if he 
is not one of the three to six million DES sons born 
between 1938 and 1972, to do a monthly testicular 
self-examination. DES Action (www.desaction.org) 
has information on how to do an exam, and how to 
investigate your medical history. Men born under the 
care of physicians (as opposed to midwives) in large 
cities in the northeast and midwest United States, in 
Holland, and on U.S. military bases are most likely to 
have had DES exposure.

Church chat 

I would like the opportunity to respond to a guest 
opinion by Anand in your December 17th edition 
[“Wake up to Xmas future] that I considered to be a 
very one-sided disparaging article about our local 
MCC church which I attend regularly. While I do feel 
heartfelt sympathy towards Anand’s plight I feel like 
he has done a great disservice to the community and 
put forth misleading information about a wonderful 
institution. 

First I believe he has tried to include us in the 
group of merchants trying to establish the Create 
Change/Not Spare Change Campaign. Our leadership 
has come out against this program in no uncertain 
terms. 

He takes on the church by complaining that the 
same decor is not in place as 20 years ago. Can you 
name a place that looks the same as 20 years ago? You 
can hardly refer to MCC as a Cathedral; the sanctuary 
has always seemed rather bland to me. But then, that’s 
not the reason I attend. He also seems to find some¬ 
thing disturbing about the congregation having 
grown many times in size over the years. I find that a 
reason to rejoice. The robes the clergy wear seem to 
offend him, even thought he admits to owning a clos¬ 
et of Versace, Armani, and Ralph Lauren. I find that 
very odd. The statement about the choir being as 
choreographed as a Broadway floorshow with flood¬ 
lights was so ridiculous it doesn’t even deserve com¬ 
ment. 

Then he finds it amazing that someone in the con¬ 
gregation of (his words) “members who have been 
blessed with real estate quadrupling in value” could 
not offer him an apartment for $500 a month. While 
I do know a few members who are fortunate enough 
to own their own home, for the most part, I am cer¬ 
tain, we are a congregation of renters like most of the 
city. One of our pastors admits they can’t afford to 
live in the Castro and shares an 800-square-foot 
dwelling with three other people far away from the 
Castro, hardly living in the lap of luxury! I wonder if 
Anand is aware that most subsidized housing in the 
city have waiting lists at least two years long, but 
somehow since we are a church we are supposed to 
magically come up with housing for him. I too have 
placed an ad for housing on our bulletin board with 
no results, which I didn’t take to mean that the con¬ 
gregation is uncaring. 

He also takes offense that we are trying to raise 
money for a new building as we have outgrown our 
current facilities. Anand, are you aware that MCC is 
currently the closest thing to a community center that 
gay people have in this city? Do you have any idea 
how many groups use our facilities for their meetings, 
with absolutely no question about their religious con¬ 
victions? AA alone has many meetings every week 
there. Do you know that we sponsor the music and 
art programs at Harvey Milk Academy and also pro¬ 
vide tutors there? Our Simply Supper program feeds 
around 100 homeless people three nights a week, yet 
you are angry that because you showed up late the 
food was depleted. I apologize that we can’t be a 24- 
hour diner open at your convenience. Then you have 
the audacity to make a remark that one of the servers, 
whom you assumed was clergy staff, looked like (your 
words) “a $5 bill was a tip for the valet who parks her 
car while she toys with a $20 plus lunch.” I have some 
shocking news for you, none of our clergy makes 
enough to pay for $20 lunches and those that actual¬ 
ly have a car have to scramble for parking just like the 
rest of us. Knowing them, I don’t even think they 
would feel comfortable paying for a $20 lunch even if 
they could afford it. I also see nothing wrong in tak¬ 
ing pride in your appearance, and apparently neither 
did you with your designer labels. 

Anand also infers that he and his friend are the 
only ones who ever demonstrated for gay rights and 
that they earned the rights that members of our con¬ 
gregation are now enjoying. That’s funny as I seem to 
recall that every time there is a march for social jus¬ 
tice for any cause, not just gay rights, our church is 
right out there in front participating. Apparently he 
doesn’t read newspapers or watch television news. 
You were also dismayed that no one came up to you 
after services and offered compassion for your prob¬ 
lems. Did you hear many other people asking for help 
during community prayer? Do you expect someone 
to be able to pick you out of a crowd of 150 people 
afterwards? I’m sorry that you didn’t feel capable of 
seeking a clergy member out, they certainly don’t run 
and hide after services. 

Then for you to infer that if you had been a (your 
words again) “buffed young porn actor” you might 
have received more attention was the ultimate B.S. 
Did you look around you when you were seated in 
church? I don’t recall more than a handful of people 
that have gym boas, and does taking pride in your 
health make you a bad person? If you had bothered to 
notice you would have seen every body shape and 
style possible, my own potbelly, thinning hair includ¬ 
ed! We have parishioners of every socio-economic 
and ethnic background imaginable, a fact that makes 
me very proud. 

I have never attended a church that has challenged 
me more to take part in the society around me. I have 
increased my charitable giving 100 percent since 


starting to attend MCC. We constantly barrage legis¬ 
lators with phone calls and letters when an important 
social issue comes up and like I said before, it more 
often than not concerns a group other than gays. We 
also host speakers to educate us and the community 
about these topics and concerns. A constant barrage 
of sermons challenges us as gay people to be more 
militant and politically active and socially aware. It’s 
not just talk; there is action to follow up every time. 
There is a constant stream of workshops sponsored 
by and held at MCC that deal with everything form 
health to legal issues. 

I started attending MCC when I was going 
through the break-up of my 10-year relationship. 
Needless to say, it was a devastating time for me. I im¬ 
mediately found comfort, compassion, and love with¬ 
in those walls. Volunteer clergy prayed with me per¬ 
sonally after services and inquired of my healing over 
the many long months afterward. As I healed I expe¬ 
rienced true Christian spirit and immediately realized 
from what was presented to me that there are many, 
many people in dire need out there who needed our 
support in many ways. Every time there is a need I 
step forward with my checkbook and make a contri¬ 
bution and I am far from a wealthy person. This evo¬ 
lution has helped my own self-esteem tremendously 
and now I feel like a healthy contributing member of 
society. I would challenge you to find a group that 
reaches out like MCC does. 

I am truly sad that you couldn’t find one nice thing 
to say about MCC. Perhaps you have let your prob¬ 
lems fit you with blinders and you only see what you 
want to see. I do have a question for you Anand, you 
said that you experienced fellowship and comfort 20 
years ago when you once sought out MCC and only 
recently returned. I am wondering where you were 
those in between years when you were living high 
with a view and a housekeeper and designer clothes 
and the church needed you? 

I extend a personal invitation to you to come again 
to MCC and please ask someone to point me out and 
I will welcome you with open arms and personally in¬ 
troduce you to our pastoral staff.

Rent control makes it worse 

I agree that the lack of Christian human compas¬ 
sion that Anand reports is disappointing. As to his 
need for cheap temporary housing, however, his 
problem is made worse by the fine print of rent con¬ 
trol. 

Briefly, I’m told that rent control and just-cause 
evictions apply even within a unit, where an existing 
tenant takes in a roommate, or lover, or someone 
temporarily down on his luck. The person who takes 
you in becomes your landlord, even if they are a ten¬ 
ant too. Not only would your rent be fixed (and sub¬ 
ject only to rent control increases even once you’re 
back on your feet), that “temporary” stay becomes 
permanent as long as you continue paying the 
(cheap) rent. It’s near impossible for that existing ten¬ 
ant to evict someone (a roommate who turns out to 
be from hell, a lover who becomes an ex, a friend who 
overstays) as long as that someone is paying the fixed 
monthly rent - the tenant’s only option is to move, 
regardless of how long they’ve lived there. 

The situation is a little better if your host/landlord 
owns the unit. Rent control still applies to the month¬ 
ly rent, but now an “Owner Move In” eviction is pos¬ 
sible (even though the owner already lives there!), but 
even that is costly and can take months. 

I believe in rent control, and these protections 
make sense when a landlord is renting to two (or 
more) roommates, but they must make an existing 
tenant think twice about subletting a part of the unit. 

Anand also claims that “Most of the [MCC] 
members have been blessed with real estate quadru¬ 
pling in value over the years.” I suspect that most 
MCC members, like “most” San Franciscans, are 
renters. Also, after 14 years my apartment in the Cas¬ 
tro has about doubled in value. Quadruple? I wish!

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Support for Clinton 
censure grows in Senate

I he very first item that the 
U.5. Senate (55 Republicans, 
M 45 Democrats) will take up 
when it returns to Washington the 
first week in January is how to 
handle the impeachment that the 
House of Representatives handed 
them of President William Jef¬ 
ferson Clinton. The president 
and his White House operatives 
are said to be frantically seeking 
some kind of “bipartisan solu¬ 
tion” to an impeachment trial in 
the Senate. A move in that direc¬ 
tion came late last week when 
New York’s highly respected Sena¬ 
tor Daniel Moynihan, an in¬ 
fluential voice among 
Senate Democrats, sug¬ 
gested that he would 
favor censure of the 
president, thereby 
avoiding a prolonged 
and expectedly bitter 
Senate trial. 

Moynihan, 
one of the first 
Democratic 
senators to 
publicly criticize Clinton’s behav¬ 
ior and his lying to the country 
about it, told reporters last week 
that a “strong censure of the pres¬ 
ident” would be preferable to a 
trial and that moves to oust Clin¬ 
ton threatens to “very readily 
destabilize the presidency.” Some 
of the more conservative GOP 
members of the Senate are likely 
to hold out for a trial, but other 
“moderate” members of the Re¬ 
publican-controlled Senate are re¬ 
portedly holding meetings and 
telephone conversations before 
they return with their Democrat¬ 
ic counterparts, in hopes of work¬ 
ing out a bipartisan approach to a 
censure deal acceptable to both 
the Republican leadership in the 
Senate and the White House. 

For their part, Clinton opera¬ 
tives are taking a deferential ap¬ 
proach, leaving the mechanics of 
the hoped-for censure deal up to 
the members of the Senate and 
trying hard to avoid the appear¬ 
ance of White House interference 
in deliberations that are solely the 
prerogative of the Senate. 

It would take a two-thirds vote 

- or 67 of 100 senators - to re¬ 
move the president from office; 
with 45 Democrats and 55 Re¬ 
publicans, at least 12 senators 
from Clinton’s party would have 
to vote against him to reach the 
necessary number of 67, a sce¬ 
nario few see as realistic. Howev¬ 
er, Democrats once thought that 
enough GOP members would 
vote with them to avoid impeach¬ 
ment of the House, though most 
of those Republican members 
eventually voted to do just that. 

Many in Washington will tell 
you quietly that they expect a cen¬ 
sure deal to be worked out within 
days after the Senate returns on 
January 6, but no one is willing to 
take bets on it.

nesotans are said to be already 
giving their new Reform Party 
governor-elect approval ratings of 
70 percent, and he hasn’t even 
taken office yet. What do I think 
of Governor Ventura? I like the 
guy - he’s an acknowledged polit¬ 
ical amateur, an admitted conser¬ 
vative on fiscal matters, and a 
“progressive libertarian” on issues 
such as abortion and gay rights

Former San Francisco District 
Attorney Arlo Smith is already 
being urged by longtime support¬ 
ers to run for district supervisor 
in 2000. 

To paraphrase James 
Carville, Hustler magazine pub¬ 
lisher Larry Flynt is only show¬ 
ing us what one can find when 
you drag a million dollars across 
Capitol Hill; Flynt has reportedly 
offered that amount to anyone 
who can verify sexual scandals on 
any of a number of congressional 
members who are after Bill Clin¬ 
ton’s political ass.

T his week in gay history: The 
Kinsey Institute’s Sexual Be¬ 
havior in the Human Male is 
published January 3,1948. 

The Kinsey Report stands as the 
most famous study of American 
sexuality ever published, and the 
name “Kinsey” itself has become 
synonymous with sex. Gay ac¬ 
tivists have used the report to 
place the number of homosexuals 
in the population at 10 percent, 
and the phrase “1 in 10” is now 
part of gay culture. But what Al¬ 
fred Kinsey, who himself had a 
complex sexual life, actually found 
was different from what passed 
into gay lore and popular belief. 

The world would never have 
had a Kinsey Report if Alfred Kin¬ 
sey (1894-1956) had followed his 
first career goal: to be a pianist. 
Fortunately, Kinsey liked nature 
as much as he did music, and in 
college he turned toward the field 
of biology. He specialized in tax¬ 
onomy, the classification of or¬ 
ganisms by category; his doctoral 
dissertation examined thousands 
of gall wasps. After being hired as 
a professor of zoology at Indiana 
University, Kinsey continued his 
cataloging of wasps over the next

two decades - a painstaking 
process that prepared him for his 
next, and more famous, research 
interest, human sexuality. 

It was in the late 1930s that 
Kinsey’s interests turned toward 
the study of sex, a taboo topic in 
his Victorian-era youth. Although 
he was aware of his same-sex de¬ 
sires as a boy, Kinsey married 
Clara McMillen, with whom he 
had four children. Rebelling 
against the sexual silences 
with which they’d been 
raised, Kinsey and his wife 
were straightforward with 
both their children and 
neighborhood kids about 
sexuality. In addition, Kin¬ 
sey advised his stu¬ 
dents to come to him 
with questions, since 
so many of them, 
even the married ones, had only a 
rudimentary understanding of 
sex. He began studying scientific 
literature on sexuality in order to 
help his students and to liberate 
himself from the guilt he felt 
about his own sexuality (which in¬ 
cluded, one biographer has sug¬ 
gested, a preference for S/M). 

When Kinsey first offered a 
“Marriage and the Family” class 
in 1938, most of the 100 students 
enrolled were women looking for 
information that had never been 
available to them. Only in 1937, 
for example, did the American 
Medical Association sanction the 
supplying of advice on and means 
of birth control to patients. Stu¬ 
dents soon flocked to Kinsey’s of¬ 
fice with questions and concerns 
and, in turn, voluntarily answered 
his questions about their sex lives, 
becoming his first case studies. 
Kinsey broadened his sample by 
interviewing friends, former stu¬ 
dents, and his own wife about 
their sexual experiences. Then, 
after developing a system that 


would insure his participants’ 
anonymity, Kinsey ventured out 
into the field. 

In the summer of 1939, he 
made forays into Chicago’s gay 
subculture. Through personal 
contacts, he initially interviewed 
60 gay men about their sexual be¬ 
havior. Kinsey also collected ma¬ 
terials that he hoped would shed 
light on homosexuality, like di¬ 
aries, love letters, photo al¬ 
bums, and collections of 
erotic artwork. His experi¬ 
ences in Chicago helped 
him reconcile his own sex¬ 
uality, and over the next 
few years, he continued to 
interview many more men 
in gay gathering 
places like bars and 
bathhouses. 

Until 1941, Kin¬ 
sey’s research was all self-fi¬ 
nanced. By securing support from 
the Rockefeller Foundation, Kin¬ 
sey was able to expand his efforts 
and create the Institute for Sex 
Research at Indiana University. 
Criss-crossing the country, Kinsey 
and three other researchers (one 
of whom, Clyde Martin, was 
briefly the lover of both Kinsey 
and his wife, Clara) collected case 
histories of 5,300 white men. The 
data were subsequently analyzed 
in an 804-page tome, Sexual Be¬ 
havior in the Human Male , pub¬ 
lished by W.B. Saunders, a med¬ 
ical press, on January 3,1948. 

The entire study was unparal¬ 
leled in its frank discussion of 
topics such as masturbation and 
extramarital sex, with an entire 
section devoted to Kinseys find¬ 
ings on homosexual behavior. 
Thirty-seven percent of the men 
interviewed had had an adult ho¬ 
mosexual experience ending in 
orgasm; four percent considered 
themselves exclusively homosex¬ 
ual; and one in eight men (rough¬ 


ly the 10 percent figure) had been 
predominantly homosexual over 
a three-year period. 

For a country starved for frank 
information about sexuality, the 
Kinsey Report's graphic language 
made the book a one-handed read 
and an instant bestseller. The pub¬ 
lisher originally printed a modest 
5,000 copies, but demand for the 
book forced Saunders to go back 
for a second printing of 180,000 
copies within two weeks. The 
“Kinsey scale” (one to six, with 
one being exclusively heterosexu¬ 
al, and six exclusively homosexu¬ 
al) became a household phrase. 

Five years later, Kinsey pub¬ 
lished the second volume of his 
research, Sexual Behavior in the 
Human Female, another popular 
hit. In a sample of 5,900 women, 
the figures on same-sex activity 
were lower than for men but still 
astonishing. Thirteen percent had 
had a same-sex experience to or¬ 
gasm; two percent were exclusive¬ 
ly lesbian; and six percent had 
been predominantly lesbian over 
a three-year period. 

Kinsey’s two reports ushered 
in modern ideas about sexuality. 
In addition, his studies were note¬ 
worthy because they called for ac¬ 
ceptance of different forms of sex¬ 
ual behavior, even those consid¬ 
ered to be “fringe.” Although his 
statistics on homosexuality were 
misquoted as the famous “1 in 10” 
figure, his research suggested that 
lesbian and gay sexual activity was 
fairly widespread. In this way, 
Kinsey had a profound impact on 
the birth of the gay rights move¬ 
ment. In the early 1950s, activists 
founded the first (lasting) lesbian 
and gay rights organizations, and 
Donald Webster Cory’s book, The 
Homosexual in America, used Kin¬ 
sey’s findings to argue that homo¬ 
sexuals constituted an oppressed 
minority. ▼

i n the December 14 edition of 
|| the Bergen Record, reporter 
, 1 Debra Lynn Vial examined the 
dangers to young lesbian, gay and 
questioning teens posed by preda¬ 
tors on the Internet in “Gay 
teenagers are easy prey for on¬ 
line stalkers.” 

The article pointed out 
that while the Internet 
has acted as a lifeline 
for many lesbian, gay, 
and questioning teens, 
it can also place them at 
risk from predatory 
adults who then may 
exploit them sexually, 
sometimes assaulting 
them physically. Un¬ 
fortunately, while all young peo¬ 
ple are at risk from pedophiles 
online, who may pose as other 
young people, gay teens may be at 
a particular risk: oftentimes they 
are isolated and need support, 
trusting anyone who gives them 
affirmation, and if a crime is com¬ 
mitted, they are less likely to re¬ 
port it because it may involve dis¬ 
closing their sexual orientation. 

Vial talked to law enforcement 
officers, advocates for online safe¬ 
ty, and young people themselves, 
and also profiled a gay adult who 
poses as a young person to entrap 
pedophiles and knock them off¬ 
line. Vial finished by noting how 
difficult it is at this point to cap¬ 
ture and prosecute these crimi¬ 
nals: the cases can prove daunting 
to document, and insufficient 
staffing of computer crime divi¬ 
sions may hinder investigation. 

While the article presents the 
reality of how important the In¬ 
ternet is for young people who 
may not have local youth groups, 
publications, or even a friend in 
whom they can confide, Vial un¬ 
fortunately did not confront the 
stereotype of lesbians and gay 
men as “predatory” adults who re¬ 
cruit children. Her silence on the 
issue may allow this myth to go 
unchallenged. 

In addition, the article’s por¬ 
trayal of the net as a frightening 
place filled with child stalkers 
overshadows the substantially 
constructive, community-build¬ 
ing aspects of the Internet. Final¬ 
ly, in the writer’s “Tips for keep¬ 
ing children safe on the Internet,” 
(all of which certainly make 
sense) there is no acknowledg¬ 
ment of the needs of lesbian, gay, 
or questioning youth who might 
feel uncomfortable using a com¬ 
puter situated in a heavily traf¬ 
ficked area of their house, or may 
be afraid (with good cause) of 
having their sexual orientation re¬ 
vealed.

MAMM - lesbians and 
breast cancer 

In the December/January issue 
of the magazine MAMM, Liz 
Galst examines, with clarity and 
depth, the numbers on lesbians 
and breast cancer, deflating some 
of the. widely-held beliefs about 
the risks for lesbian women, and 
illuminating some of the reasons 



why hard accurate data is hard to 
come by. 

Galst quotes the frequently- 
cited statistic that one in three les¬ 
bians will develop breast cancer. 
She traces back the origin of this 
figure, finding that a reporter who 
took the citation of one in nine of 
all women and then figured that 
lesbians being at two- to three- 
times greater risk would then 
result in a figure of one in 
three. The writer then 
looks at the scarcity of 
specific research on 
lesbians and breast 
cancer - much of the 
data was derived from 
drawing comparisons 
with other studies. 

She also addresses 
_ the fear that being les¬ 
bian is in and of itself 
a risk factor, writing that while 
various factors may increase risk 
- child-bearing history, individual 
weight, and alcohol consumption, 
for example - these are not en¬ 
demic to a particular population 
or sexual orientation. 

What may prove even more 
problematic is the reluctance by 


many members of the lesbian, gay, 
bisexual, and transgender (LGBT) 
community to seek medical care 
due to perceived, and according to 
studies, very real bias against them 
in the medical profession. (This 
less-frequent access of health care 
may increase the mortality rate for 
lesbians from breast cancer, but 
may not in fact demonstrate a 
greater risk of contraction.) 

Galst ends the article by exam¬ 
ining current ongoing studies 
being conducted to ascertain the 
real correlation between lesbians 
and breast cancer, what those cor¬ 
relations are, and then how to uti¬ 
lize this information to target out¬ 
reach based on particular behav¬ 
iors that may increase risk. 

Please write to MAMM and 
thank them for an invaluable 
piece of reporting on the very real 
epidemic facing women, and how 
lesbians need to be included in the 
research if the fight against breast 
cancer is to be won.

I : J! ayor Willie Brown sent a 
letter to President Bill 
IW it Clinton requesting sup¬ 
port for increased funding for 
HIV/AIDS through the federal 
Ryan White CARE Act earlier this 
month, but failed to mention the 
group most affected by the disease 
in San Francisco. Although the 
city’s Department of Public 
Health (DPH) figures show gay 
men or men who have sex with 
men account for 79.5 percent of 
the city’s total AIDS cases as of 
September, Brown never men¬ 
tioned them in his letter. 

Instead, the December 12 
communication to the White 
House pointed out that the AIDS 
epidemic is increasingly affecting 
younger people and communities 
of color, particularly African- 
Americans, Latinos, and Native 
Americans. 

Bill Barnes, the openly gay 
AIDS policy advisor to Brown,

drafted the letter and told the Bay 
Area Reporter that he apologizes 
for the apparent oversight. 

“The letter was written at the 
request of the San Francisco 
Community Clinic Consortium,” 
Barnes said on Monday, Decern- 
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Wkat is PROPECIA used for? 

PROPECIA is used for the treatment of male pattern hair loss on the vertex and 
the anterior mid-scalp area.

What is male pattern hair loss? 

Male pattern hair loss is a common condition in which men experience thinning 
of the hair on the scalp. Often, this results in a receding hairline and/or balding on 
the top of the head. These changes typically begin gradually in men in their 20s. 
Doctors believe male pattern hair loss is due to heredity and is dependent on 
hormonal effects. Doctors refer to this type of hair loss as androgenetic alopecia. 

Results of clinical studies: 

For 12 months, doctors studied over 1800 men aged 18 to 41 with mild to moder¬ 
ate amounts of ongoing hair loss. All men, whether receiving PROPECIA or 
placebo (a pill containing no medication) were given a medicated shampoo 
(Neutrogena T/Gel®*** Shampoo). Of these men, approximately 1200 with hair 
loss at the top of the head were studied for an additional 12 months. In general, 
men who took PROPECIA maintained or increased the number of visible scalp 
hairs and noticed improvement in their hair in the first year, with the effect main¬ 
tained in the second year. Hair counts in men who did not take PROPECIA con¬ 
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In one study, patients were questioned on the growth of body hair. PROPECIA did 
not appear to affect hair in places other than the scalp. 

Will PROPECIA work for me? 

For most men, PROPECIA increases the number of scalp hairs, helping to fill in 
thin or balding areas of the scalp. Men taking PROPECIA noted a slowing of hair 
loss during two years of use. Although results will vary, generally you will not be 
able to grow back all of the hair you have lost. There is not sufficient evidence 
that PROPECIA works in the treatment of receding hairline in the temporal area 
on both sides of the head. 

Male pattern hair loss occurs gradually over time. On average, healthy hair 
grows only about half an inch each month. Therefore, it will take time to see 
any effect. 

You may need to take PROPECIA daily for three months or more before you see 
a benefit from taking PROPECIA. PROPECIA can only work over the long term if 
you continue taking it. If the drug has not worked for you in twelve months, further 
treatment is unlikely to be of benefit. If you stop taking PROPECIA, you will likely 
lose the hair you have gained within 12 months of stopping treatment. You 
should discuss this with your doctor. 

How should I take PROPECIA? 

Follow your doctor's instructions. 

■ Take one tablet by mouth each day. 

■ You may take PROPECIA with or without food. 

■ If you forget to take PROPECIA, do no! take an extra tablet. Just take the 
next tablet as usual. 

PROPECIA will riot work faster or better if you take it more than once a day. 
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Who should NQT take PROPECIA? 

■ PROPECIA is for the treatment of male pattern hair loss in MEN ONLY and 
should not be taken by women or children.

Each of these side effects 
occurred in less than 2% of men. These side effects went away in men who 
stopped taking PROPECIA. They also disappeared in most men who continued taking 
PROPECIA. 

The active ingredient in PROPECIA is also used by older men at a five-times 
higher dose to treat enlargement of the prostate. Some of these men reported 
other side effects, including problems with ejaculation, breast swelling and/or ten¬ 
derness and allergic reactions such as lip swelling and rash. In clinical studies with 
PROPECIA, these side effects occurred as often in men taking placebo as in those 
taking PROPECIA. 

Tell your doctor promptly about these or any other unusual effects. 

■ PROPECIA can affect a blood test called PSA (Prostate-Specific Antigen) 
for the screening of prostate cancer. If you have a PSA test done, you 
should tell your doctor that you are taking PROPECIA. 

Storage and handling.

“The mayor has always 
mentioned gay and bisexual men. 

Our efforts were to 
focus on communities of color 
and young people, consistent with 
other national groups.” 

The local consortium is a 
coalition of nine nonprofit com¬ 
munity health centers, including 
the Castro Mission Health Center. 

The letter also singled that 
clinic out for praise - “Their cul¬ 
turally competent services ensure 
that Latinos, including immi¬ 
grants with limited English profi¬ 
ciency, receive necessary primary 
and HIV specialty care,” it said - 
but misidentified it as the “Mis¬ 
sion Neighborhood Health Cen¬ 
ter,” eliminating the word “Cas¬ 
tro.”

“I think the 
omission is unequivocal proof of 
how explicitly AIDS in America 
has been de-gay-ified,” Petrelis 
said in an e-mail message he dis¬ 
tributed with a copy of Brown’s 
letter. “If San Francisco’s Democ¬ 
ratic mayor can turn to D.C. for 
more federal AIDS funding and 
not mention gays with AIDS 
once, I wonder how other less 
‘friendly’ mayors deal with gay 
and AIDS when they approach 
Clinton.” 

In addition to the city’s 79.5 
percent figure representing AIDS 
cases among men who have sex 
with men, gay or bisexual men 
who are injection drug users 
(IDU) account for 10.7 percent of 
the city’s AIDS cases, making for 
grand total of 90.2 percent of the 
AIDS cases in San Francisco, Pe¬ 
trelis added. He got the figures 
from DPH’s AIDS surveillance re¬ 
port issued in September.

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Gays not in USA’s 
‘Healthy People’

T he Clinton administration 
has virtually ignored gays 
and lesbians in putting to¬ 
gether the nation’s health blue¬ 
print for the next decade. 

The report is “Healthy People 
2010,” an update of the nation’s 
first decade-long document on 
America’s health goals, which ex¬ 
pires in 2000. The Department of 
Health and Human Services 
(HHS) describes it as “the basis 
for monitoring and tracking 
health status, health risks, and use 
of prevention services.” 

Dr. Fred Fox, public policy di¬ 
rector of the Gay and Lesbian 
Medical Association (GLMA), 
said the goal of Healthy People 
2010 is “eliminating health dis¬ 
parities, primarily among racial 
and ethnic minorities.” He was 
“shocked” that “gays and lesbians 
are left out as a minority.” 

One GLMA member conduct¬ 
ed a keyword search of an elec¬ 
tronic version of the 800-page 
draft document. He found the 
word “gay” used twice; “lesbian” 
and “transgender” did not appear 
at all. 

Even in the context of 
HIV/AIDS, “We appear as the cat¬ 
egory of ‘men having sex with 
men,’ and the word ‘gay’ is never 
used,” Fox said. “That is an inter¬ 
esting case of where we have a 
place at the table but it is a funny 
one, they can’t even speak our 
name.” 

Lott pathologies 

“The feeling that I have from 
reading the document,” Fox con¬ 
tinued, “Is that gays and lesbians 
don’t exist, or if they do, it is in the 
Trent Lott context of pathologies.” 

Winnie Stachelberg, political 
director of the Human Rights 
Campaign (HRC), charged, 
“Healthy People 2010 fails to ad¬ 
dress homophobia in the health¬ 
care and medical research com¬ 
munities that has both limited ac¬ 


cess to care and blocked the de¬ 
velopment of solutions to health¬ 
care problems for gay and lesbian 
Americans.” 

“The good news is that it is a 
draft,” she said. “The bad news is 
that [this is from] an administra¬ 
tion, and a department in partic¬ 
ular, that has been so responsive 
to the gay and lesbian communi¬ 
ty. I was disturbed by the lack of 
recognition of our unique needs.” 

Areas of concern include 
HIV/AIDS, questions of increased 
health risk for breast and cervical 
cancer for lesbians, domestic vio¬ 
lence, and the needs of gay youth. 

Caitlin Ryan, co-author of the 
recent groundbreaking book Les¬ 
bian and Gay Youth: Care and 
Counseling, called the ignoring of 
gay and lesbian health concerns “a 
major problem for a long time.” 

Ryan believes that a major 
study by the Institute of Medicine, 
on setting a research agenda for 
lesbian health concerns, should 
begin to resolve some of these is¬ 
sues. That report was due out this 
past summer but has been de¬ 
layed, she believes it is largely due 
to turnover in senior staff at the 
institute. 

Where was the 
community? 

A question must be asked of 
the organizations that represent 
the gay and lesbian community 
before our government: Where 
were you? 

A HHS fact sheet noted that 
Healthy People 2010 was written 
over a period of months, “with 
members of the Healthy People 
Consortium, an alliance of over 
600 national membership organi¬ 
zations representing professional, 
voluntary, and business sectors, 
and state and territorial public 
health, mental health, substance 
abuse, and environmental agen¬ 
cies.” Gay and lesbian groups were 
not among them. 

The draft document was avail¬ 
able for public comments from 
September 15 to December 15. 


AIDS treatment 
cost $6.7B in ’96

A national survey shows the cost of treating AIDS was about 
$6.7 billion in 1996, an annual average of $20,000 per patient. 
The researchers, led by the California think tank RAND 
Health, Santa Monica, found that most of the patients getting med¬ 
ical care for AIDS were at an advanced stage in the disease. 

The findings from the HIV Cost and Service Utilization Study 
are published in the December 24 issue of the New England Jour¬ 
nal of Medicine. 

The study team says as many as two-thirds of the estimated 
650,000 to 900,000 people infected with HIV, the virus that causes 
AIDS, get no regular treatment. 

just over a quarter of a million Americans were treated for AIDS 
in the first two months of 1996. The scientists estimate that about 
335,000 HIV-infected adults are getting some form of treatment 
every six months. 

The scientists say the cost of treating the disease in 1996 repre¬ 
sents about one percent of total direct healthcare expenditures in 
the United States. 

They found the patient population was disproportionately male, 
black, and poor. Nearly half had annual incomes below $10,000. 
Few had private medical insurance, with about 70 percent relying 
on public programs or personal assets to pay for their care. 

Compared to the general population, the AIDS patients were 
about three times more likely to be covered by Medicaid and nine 
times more likely have Medicare coverage. ▼ 


Public meetings were held in 
Washington and five other cities 
during that time. Yet the first 
warning from community organi¬ 
zations that there were problems 
with the document came only on 
December 9, a few short days be¬ 
fore the comment period closed. 

Ben Schatz, executive director 
of GLMA, said, “They [HHS] 
have an outreach process, and we 
weren’t in it. If they had done no 
outreach to the Latino communi¬ 
ty, people would be outraged. The 
burden is on them, it is their re¬ 
sponsibility to reach out to us.” 

He pointed to very limited re¬ 
sources within the gay and lesbian 
community. “How many people 
are doing queer health stuff?” 
Schatz asked. “Virtually none. We 
are light years behind the work 
being done on HIV.” 

GLMA will soon hire only 
their second policy person. HRC 
has one health policy person, who 
focuses primarily on HIV. The 
National Lesbian and Gay Health 
Association has virtually col¬ 
lapsed, and no longer has paid 
staff. 

Schatz learned of the draft of 
Healthy People 2010 only in No¬ 
vember, through work on the 
Presidential Council on 
HIV/AIDS. He saw to it that 
newly hired policy director Fox 
made GLMA’s concerns “widely 
known” at the regional meeting 
held in Seattle on December 3. 
The organization also filed formal 
comments. 

Stachelberg said that HRC 
“had staff out on campaigns until 
the middle of November.” Upon 
return, “they turned to the report 
and we filed our comments.” She 
said they only went public “when 
we got our comments together.” 
She hopes that the final draft will 
be changed so that it “represents 
the entire health needs of the 
American people.” T

B ay Area gays and lesbians, 
like most Americans, 
seemed to get busier in the 
second half of 1998 than in the 
first six months. The year may 
well be remembered for its 
midterm elections, occurring in 
the midst of Congressional im¬ 
peachment fever; voters were sup¬ 
posed to be furious at the presi¬ 
dent enough to oust dozens of 
Democrats from Washington, but 
they surprised pundits by evicting 
more Republicans from the 
House of Representatives. Local¬ 
ly, that election also resulted in a 
gay president of the San Francisco 
Board of Supervisors, for the sec¬ 
ond time in history. 

It may also be remembered as 
the year that the brutal death of 
Matthew Shepard finally forced 
America to understand the prob¬ 
lem of gay bashing, and the first 
time in the AIDS epidemic that 
the Bay Area Reporter had no 
obituaries for a week. 

July 

The rainbow flags that had 
adorned Market Street during 
June for gay pride month had 
barely been taken down when the 
Pride Committee revealed that 
counterfeit checks totaling 
nearly $29,000 were written on 
the account of the San Francisco 
Lesbian, Gay, Bisexual, Transgen¬ 
der Pride Celebration Committee 
between June 19 and July 7. Police 
were called in and the investiga¬ 
tion quickly led to San Jose, where 
the fake checks were allegedly ne¬ 
gotiated. The checks were a “total¬ 
ly different color,” and committee 
officials immediately spotted the 
bogus checks when the bank 
statement arrived. 



Convicted killer Josh Puckett 


Fledgling teen model and XY 
coverboy Josh Puckett’s murder 
trial in Contra Costa County Su¬ 
perior Court was declared a mis¬ 
trial by Judge James Marchiano 
after the prosecution played an 
inadmissible portion of Puckett’s 
videotaped police confession. 
Puckett, 18, confessed to blud¬ 
geoning 29-year-old Vitaly “Steve” 
Poliakov to death in September 
1997, but said he did it to fend off 
repeated aggressive advances that 
he characterized as sexual assault. 
The taped confession contained a 
reference to Puckett’s participa¬ 
tion in the robbery of a 7-Eleven 
store that had been ordered edited 
out. The defense claimed it was 
intentional; prosecutors called it a 
mistake. After the mistrial was de¬ 
clared in the Puckett case, several 
jurors talked with the Bay Area 
Reporter, making it clear the pros¬ 
ecution would have had an uphill 
battle to win a conviction. Jurors 


thought Puckett presented a good 
image in court, although a few 
were leaning towards the prosecu¬ 
tion. By the end of July, it ap¬ 
peared prosecutors in the Puckett 
case were throwing in the towel in 
the Puckett case and heading to¬ 
ward some kind of plea bargain. 

On July 7, gay security guard 
Kevin Holt sued his employer, 
Personal Protective Services, 
claiming anti-gay harassment. Ac¬ 
cording to the complaint, Holt 
said workers at the company, 
which was the subject of investi¬ 
gations after being hired by the 
San Francisco Housing Authority, 
made a variety of homophobic 
comments in the workplace and 
over the company’s radio, such as 
“bitch boy,” “fag boy,” and “homo 
Holt.” Holt was terminated from 
the company in May for tardiness 
and described his period of em¬ 
ployment as “verbal torture on a 
daily basis.” 

The Oakland City Council ap¬ 
proved recommendations that 
would allow people needing mar¬ 
ijuana for medical purposes to 
possess up to 24 ounces of the 
drug at any one time. 

San Francisco Supervisor 
Gavin Newsom proposed a 
nighttime entertainment dis¬ 
trict for the South of Market Dis¬ 
trict. 

Supervisor Mabel Teng an¬ 
nounced the renaming of a one 
block alley of Myrtle Street be¬ 
tween Van Ness Avenue and Polk 
Street as Alice B. Toklas Place, 
after the lesbian lover of Gertrude 
Stein. Gay Supervisor Tom Am- 
miano was not invited, fueling 
speculation that Teng was snub¬ 
bing him because both were in the 
running for the presidency of the 
Board of Supervisors in the up¬ 
coming election. 

A collaboration of city agen¬ 
cies and community-based non¬ 
profits launched Dimensions, a 
hip health clinic for lesbian, gay, 
bisexual, transgender, queer, and 
questioning youth on July 2. The 
clinic operates every Thursday at 
the Castro Mission Health Center. 

The Lavender Youth Recre¬ 
ation and Information Center 
(LYRIC) hosted its third annual 
Young, Loud, and Proud Lead¬ 
ership Conference in the city 
July 10-12. 

Continuum HIV Day Ser¬ 
vices was awarded $700,000 from 
the Department of Public Health’s. 
AIDS Office for its Tenderloin 
Care-2 collaboration to provide a 
range of integrated services to 
people living with HIV/AIDS 
around the Tenderloin. Continu¬ 
um’s William D. Glenn an¬ 


nounced he’d resign as executive 
director effective December 31. 

Lesbian Pam David was tapped 
by Mayor Willie Brown to be in¬ 
terim director of the Mayor’s Of¬ 
fice of Community Develop¬ 
ment, which oversees the distrib¬ 
ution of about $40 million in var¬ 
ious funds to nonprofits through¬ 
out the city. 

Lesbian Toni Young was elect¬ 
ed a community co-chair of the 
city’s HIV Prevention Planning 
Council (HPPC) on July 9. 

Gay attorney Tom Steel died 
at the age of 48 from complica¬ 
tions related to AIDS. 

The HPPC was told on July 9 
that Bay Area men who have sex 
with men are using crystal 
methamphetamine, or speed, at 
near-epidemic proportions. 

A record crowd turned out for 
AIDS Walk San Francisco in 
Golden Gate Park July 19. Most of 
the proceeds went to the San 
Francisco AIDS Foundation 
(SFAF), which also selected some 
of the other community organi¬ 
zations, and Washington D.C.- 
based groups. The nonprofit 
Tides Foundation selected most 
of the beneficiaries. 

In mid-July, SFAF decided to 
eliminate its Vida y Movimiento 
program serving HIV-positive 
Latinos. The cut left Vida’s clients, 
most of whom are monolingual 
Spanish speaking, without ready 
access to services. SFAF said the 
reason Vida was scrapped was be¬ 
cause the agency failed to receive 
funding, though at approximately 
$189,000, the program represent¬ 
ed only a fraction - 1.1 percent - 
of SFAF’s reported annual budget 
of $16.7 million: 

Supervisor Mark Leno called 
on NationsBank to keep employ¬ 
ment and nondiscrimination 
policies of Bank of America, 
which was swallowed up by the 
North Carolina bank in a merger. 

Stop AIDS Project held a 
forum on the issues surrounding 
gay men and Viagra on July 28. 

Gay athletes from the Bay Area 
and around the world started 
heading off to Amsterdam for 
Gay Games V. 

August 

Gay Games V got underway 
in Amsterdam amid financial 
scandal and the abrupt departure 
of the director, Marc Janssens. 

Rainbow flag banners were 
hung in the Castro, thanks to 
funds collected by the Merchants 
of Upper Market and Castro 
(MUMC).

m New NIH research showed people taking CRIXIVAN in triple therapy 
lived longer and experienced fewer opportunistic infections. 

s Recent year-long research conducted by the National Institutes of Health (Protocol ACTG 320) studied, over 
1,000 patients and confirmed results from another study. 

•The group of patients receiving CRIXIVAN along with 3TC and AZT achieved a reduction in deaths and 
AIDS-defining illnesses over those taking 3TC and AZT alone. This reduction was significant enough for the NIH 
to recommend the study be stopped, so that all participants could benefit from the findings. Because the study 
was ended early, there was insufficient data to determine the statistical impact of CRIXIVAN on survival. 


» CRIXIVAN in triple therapy continues to hold serum viral load down 
below the limit of detection at the one year mark. 

m In a separate, ongoing landmark study over 90% of the 31 patients receiving CRIXIVAN, AZT and 3TC induced their 
HIV serum viral load below the limit of detection after 24 weeks (as measured by available tests; the virus may 
still be present in other organ systems). 

• Importantly, the limited number of patients who chose to stay with the study for longer periods of time maintained 
these results through the one year mark. 


■ CRIXIVAN is generally well tolerated. 

m CRIXIVAN can be taken with a light meal or on an empty stomach. There are side effects associated with protease 
inhibitors in general and CRIXIVAN in particular Some patients treated with CRIXIVAN may develop kidney stones. 
For some, this can lead to more severe kidney problems including kidney failure. Drinking at least 6 glasses of water 
each day may help reduce the chance of forming a kidney stone. Other side effects reported include rapid 
breakdown of red blood cells and liver problems. There are some common medications and AIDS-related medications 
you should not take with CRIXIVAN. Discuss all medications you are taking or plan to take with your doctor. 

• As with other protease inhibitors, increased bleeding in some patients with hemophilia and increased 
blood sugar levels or diabetes have been reported. Please read the following page for detailed information 
on side effects and dosing.

CRIXIVAN is a protease inhibitor that fights HIV. CRIXIVAN can help reduce the chance of illnesses and death 
associated with HIV CRIXIVAN can also help lower the amount of HIV in your body (called “viral load”) and raise your 
CD4T-cell count. Some patients may not experience these effects. CRIXIVAN is not a cure for HIV or AIDS. 
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Please read this information before you start taking CRIXIVAN. Also, you should read the information included with CRIXIVAN each time you receive your prescription, just in case anything has changed. 
Remember, this information does not take the place of careful discussions with your doctor. You and your doctor should discuss CRIXIVAN when you start taking your medication and at regular checkups. 
You should remain under a doctor's care when using CRIXIVAN and should not change or stop treatment without first talking with your doctor. 


What is CRIXIVAN? 

CRIXIVAN is an oral capsule used for the treatment of HIV (Human 
Immunodeficiency Virus). HIV is the virus that causes AIDS (acquired immune 
deficiency syndrome). CRIXIVAN is a type of HIV drug called a protease 
(PRO-tee-ase) inhibitor. 

H ow does CRIXIVAN work? 

CRIXIVAN is a protease inhibitor that fights HIV. CRIXIVAN can help reduce your chances 
of getting illnesses associated with HIV. CRIXIVAN can also help lower the amount of 
HIV in your body (called “viral load”) and raise your CD4 (T) cell count. CRIXIVAN may 
not have these effects in all patients. 

CRIXIVAN is usually prescribed with other anti-HIV drugs such as ZDV (also called 
AZT), 3TC, ddl, ddC, or d4T. CRIXIVAN works differently from these other anti-HIV 
drugs. Talk with your doctor about how you should take CRIXIVAN. 

CRIXIVAN has been studied in adults. The safety and effectiveness of CRIXIVAN in 
children and adolescents have not been established. 

How s hould I take CRIX I VAN? 

There are six important things you must do to help you benefit from CRIXIVAN: 

1. Take CRIXIVAN capsules every day as prescribed by your doctor. Continue 
taking CRIXIVAN unless your doctor tells you to stop. Take the exact amount of 
CRIXIVAN that your doctor tells you to take, right from the very start. To help make 
sure you will benefit from CRIXIVAN, you must not skip doses or take “drug holidays.” 
If you don’t take CRIXIVAN as prescribed, the activity of CRIXIVAN may be reduced 
(due to resistance). 

2. Take CRIXIVAN capsules every 8 hours around the clock, every day. It may 

be easier to remember to take CRIXIVAN if you take it at the same time every day. 
If you have questions about when to take CRIXIVAN, your doctor or health care 
provider can help you decide what schedule works for you. 

3. If you miss a dose by more than 2 hours, wait and then take the next dose 
at the regularly scheduled time. However, if you miss a dose by less than 2 
hours, take your missed dose immediately. Then take your next dose at the regularly 
scheduled time. Do not take more or less than your prescribed dose of CRIXIVAN 
at any one time. 

4. Take CRIXIVAN with water. You can also take CRIXIVAN with other beverages such 
as skim or non-fat milk, juice, coffee, or tea. 

5. Ideally, take each dose of CRIXIVAN without food but with water at least 
one hour before or two hours after a meal. Or you can take CRIXIVAN with a 
light meal. Examples of light meals include: 

- dry toast with jelly, juice, and coffee (with §j<im or non-fat milk and sugar 
if you want) 

- corn flakes with skim or non-fat milk and sugar 

Do hot take CRIXIVAN at the same time as any meals that are high in calories, 
fat, and protein (for example — a bacon and egg breakfast). When taken at the 
same time as CRIXIVAN, these foods can interfere with CRIXIVAN being absorbed 
into your bloodstream and may lessen its effect. 

6. It is critical that you drink at least six 8-ounce glasses of liquid (preferably 
water) throughout the day, every day. CRIXIVAN can cause kidney stones. 
Having enough fluids in your body should help reduce the chances of forming 
a kidney stone. Call your doctor or other health care provider if you develop 
kidney pains (middle to lower stomach or back pain) or blood in the urine. 

Does C RI XIVAN cure HIV or AIDS? 

CRIXIVAN is not a cure for HIV or AIDS. People taking CRIXIVAN may still develop infec¬ 
tions or other conditions associated with HIV. Because of this, it is very important for 
you to remain under the care of a doctor. Although CRIXIVAN is not a cure for HIV or 
AIDS, CRIXIVAN can help reduce your chances of getting illnesses, including death, 
associated with HIV. CRIXIVAN may not have these effects in all patients. 

Does C RIXIVAN reduce the risk of passing HIV to others ? 

CRIXIVAN has not been shown to reduce the risk of passing HIV to others through 
sexual contact or blood contamination. 

Wh o shou ld not take CRIXIVAN? 

Do not take CRIXIVAN if you have had a serious allergic reaction to CRIXIVAN or any 
of its components. 

What other medical problems or conditions should I discuss with my 
doctor? 

Talk to your doctor if: 

■ You are pregnant or if you become pregnant while you are taking CRIXIVAN. We do 
not yet know how CRIXIVAN affects pregnant women or their developing babies. 

■ You are breast-feeding. You should stop breast-feeding if you are taking CRIXIVAN. 
Also talk to your doctor if you have: 

■ Problems with your liver, especially if you have mild or moderate liver disease caused 
by cirrhosis. 

■ Problems with your kidneys. 

■ Diabetes 

■ Hemophilia 

Tell your doctor about any medicines you are taking or plan to take, including 
non-prescription medicines. 


C an CRIXIVAN be taken with other m edications?** 

Drugs you should not take with CRIXIVAN: 

SELDANE® (terfenadine) HISMANAL® (astemizole) 

VERSED® (midazolam) HALCION® (triazolam) 

PROPULSID® (cisapride) Ergot medications (e.g., Wigraine® and Cafergot®) 

Taking CRIXIVAN with the above medications could result in serious or life-threatening 

problems (such as irregular heartbeat or excessive sleepiness). 

In addition, you should not take CRIXIVAN with rifampin, known as RIFADIN®, RIFAMATE®, 
RIFATER®, or RIMACTANE®. 

Drugs you can take with CRIXIVAN include: 

RETROVIR® (zidovudine, ZDV also called AZT) BIAXIN® (clarithromycin) 
TAGAMET® (cimetidine) isoniazid (INH) 

DIFLUCAN® (fluconazole) ORTHO-NOVUM 1 /35® (oral 

contraceptive) 

EPIVIR™ (iamivudine, 3TC) ZERIT® (stavudine, d4T) 

BACTRIM®/SEPTRA® (trimethoprim/sulfamethoxazole) 

VIDEX® (didanosine, ddl) — If you take CRIXIVAN with VIDEX®, take them at least 
one hour apart. 

MYCOBUTIN® (rifabutin) — If you take CRIXIVAN with MYCOBUTIN®, your doctor 
may adjust both 

the dose of MYCOBUTIN and the dose of CRIXVAN. 

NIZORAL® (ketoconazole) — If you take CRIXIVAN with NIZORAL®, your doctor may adjust 
the dose of CRIXIVAN. 

Talk to your doctor about any medications you are taking. 

Wha t a re the possible sid e effects o f CRIXIVAN? 

Like all prescription drugs. CRIXIVAN can cause side effects. The following is not a 
complete list of side effects reported with CRIXIVAN when taken either alone or with 
other anti-HIV drugs. Do not rely on this page alone for information about side effects. 
Your doctor can discuss with you a more complete list of side effects. 

Some patients treated with CRIXIVAN developed kidney stones. In some of these 
patients this led to more severe kidney problems, including kidney failure or 
inflammation of the kidneys. Drinking at least six 8-ounce glasses of liquid 
(preferably water) each day should help reduce the chances of forming a kidney 
stone. Call your doctor or other health care provider if you develop kidney pains (middle 
to lower stomach or back pain) or blood in the urine. 

Some patients treated with CRIXIVAN have had rapid breakdown of red blood cells 
(hemolytic anemia) which in some cases was severe or resulted in death. 

Some patients treated with CRIXIVAN have had liver problems including liver failure and 
death. Some patients had other illnesses or were taking other drugs. It is uncertain if 
CRIXIVAN caused these liver problems. 

Diabetes and high blood sugar (hyperglycemia) have occurred in patients taking protease 
inhibitors. In some of these patients, this led to ketoacidosis, a serious condition caused 
by poorly controlled blood sugar. Some patients had diabetes before starting protease 
inhibitors, others did not. Some patients required adjustments to their diabetes 
medication. Others needed new diabetes medication. 

In some patients with hemophilia, increased bleeding has been reported. 
ClinjcalSt u d je s 

Increases in bilirubin (one laboratory test of liver function) have been reported in 
approximately 10% of patients. Usually, this finding has not been associated with 
liver problems. However, on rare occasions, a person may develop yellowing of the 
skin and/or eyes. 

Side effects occurring in 2% or more of patients included: abdominal pain,fatigue or 
weakness, flank pain, feeling unwell, nausea, diarrhea, vomiting, acid regurgitation, loss 
of appetite, dry mouth, back pain, headache, trouble sleeping, dizziness, taste changes, 
rash, upper respiratory infection, dry skin, and sore throat. 

Swollen kidneys due to blocked urine flow occurred rarely. 

Marketing Experience 
Other side effects reported since CRIXIVAN 
has been marketed include: abdominal swelling; 
inflammation of the kidneys; increased fat 
appearing in areas such as the neck, abdomen, 
and back; change in skin color; severe skin 
reactions; hair loss; crystals in the urine; and 
allergic reactions. 

Tell your doctor promptly about these or any 
other unusual symptoms. If the condition 
persists or worsens, seek medical attention. 

How should I store CRIXIVAN capsules? 
m Keep CRIXIVAN capsules in the bottle they 
came in and at room temperature 
(59°F-86°F). 

■ Keep CRIXIVAN capsules dry by leaving 
the small desiccant “pillow” in the bottle. 

Keep the bottle closed.

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Montali ruled August 3 in favor of 
a San Francisco man who sued 
the man he calls his ex-husband, 
for sexual battery. Montali or¬ 
dered Alan Louie to pay Mychael 
Robinson $25,000 for exposure 
to HIV, even though the plaintiff 
was not infected. 

Robert Driscoll and Jeffrey 
Rehg filed a complaint with the 
U.S. Park Police after an August 
1 incident in which both were un¬ 
necessarily questioned while sit¬ 
ting in their car. Among the more 
bizarre aspects of the incident, 
they claimed, was questioning by 
Officer Tyrone Williams of Rehg 
about what drugs he was taking 
after Rehg hesitantly admitted he 
took medications for AIDS. 

On August 5, it was revealed 
that a recent incident of alleged 
forgery prompted the AIDS 
Emergency Fund (AEF) to go 
with a new check software pro¬ 
gram. While the dollar amount 
was only $325, agency officials de¬ 
cided to invest in the new pro¬ 
gram to prevent future incidents. 

It was announced August 6 
that Wells Fargo Bank reimbursed 
the Pride Committee $28,928.82 
charged to the committee’s ac¬ 
count through an alleged coun¬ 
terfeit check scheme. 

On August 6, Project Open 
Hand was awarded $1 million in 
contracts relinquished by the Sal¬ 
vation Army after that organiza¬ 
tion said it could not comply with 
the city’s equal benefits ordinance. 

The air smelled sweet and 
pungent at 1444 Market Street on 
August 6 when Dennis Peron 
and friends moved out of the for¬ 
mer Cannabis Healing Center for 
good. Peron’s remote Lake Coun¬ 
ty pot farm was raided again on 
August 14 by the Drug Enforce¬ 
ment Agency. 

On August 13 Oakland city 

officials designated agents at the 
Oakland Cannabis Buyers’ Coop¬ 
erative as officers of the city. The 
move was to protect workers at 
the Oakland club in an ongoing 
federal lawsuit. 

The big news at the B.A.R. was 
that there 
were no obit¬ 
uaries in the 
August 13 
issue, a first 
since the AIDS 
epidemic ex¬ 
ploded in San 
Francisco’s gay 
community. 

That didn’t 
mean there were 
no AIDS deaths 
during that time. 

Nonetheless, after 
more than 17 
years of struggle 
and death, and 
some weeks with 
as many as 31 obit¬ 
uaries printed in 
the gay weekly, it 
was welcome news. 

Three of the 
city’s gay political clubs skir¬ 
mished in August after an inci¬ 
dent involving Supervisor Teng 
and an alleged statement she 
made on a Chinese radio station, 
referring to fellow board member 
Supervisor Ammiano as “that 
homosexual supervisor,” when 
she was interviewed about the city 
budget. The Harvey Milk Lesbian, 
Gay, Bisexual, Transgender De¬ 
mocratic Club called on Teng to 
remove herself from sponsoring 
the Toklas street renaming pro¬ 
ject. The Alice B. Toklas Lesbian 
and Gay Democratic Club ac¬ 
cused the Milk Club of blowing 
the incident out of proportion. 
The Gay Asian Pacific Alliance 
(GAPA) entered the fray and 


launched an investigation into the 
matter. 

One week later, Teng and Am¬ 
miano had cleared the air over the 
incident. GAPA concluded after a 
word-by-word translation of the 
broadcast that Teng actually said 
“the gay supervisor.” Ammi¬ 
ano stated, “We both acknowl¬ 
edged that culture and social dy¬ 
namics can be tricky and a two 
way street.... We look forward to 
a positive campaign.” 

Three gay men from San Fran¬ 
cisco, Aaron Anderson, Marc 
Deising, and Anderson’s lover, 
faced felony charges that their 
lawyer called politically motivat¬ 
ed after they visited the White¬ 
hall Lane Winery in Napa and 
wound up in a brief scuffle with 
winery owner Thomas Leonardi- 
ni. 

Josie’s Cabaret and Juice 
Joint owner Ron Lanza told the 
B.A.R. that he put up the cabaret 
up for sale. Lanza said he’s caught 
the performance bug after seeing 
so many acts take the stage over 
the years. 

Gay architect John Lum joined 
the 28 members of the board of 
directors for the Friends of 
Recreation and Parks, anon- 
profit organization committed to 
protecting and enhancing the 
city’s parks. 

A three-alarm fire on August 
16 destroyed the Eleven restau¬ 
rant and bar, one of the South of 
Market’s better known eateries. 
Damage to the establishment, 
owned by gay businessman Ed¬ 
ward Petrillo, was estimated at 
$1.6 million. 

A San Francisco judge ruled 
that two people, Lamarr D. 
McCoy and Trinette M. Pinson, 
stand trial for the assault on a 
Muni bus of Rosanne Ellen Ger- 
vais. The Micmac Indian lesbian 
was visiting San Francisco from 
Canada on December 12, 1997 
when she was allegedly attacked 
on a 30 Stockton bus. The inci¬ 
dent left Gervais with physical 
and emotional injuries. 

Talks between San Francisco 
officials and airlines over imple¬ 
mentation of the city’s equal 
benefits ordinance broke

The Streisand Foundation 
awarded a $15,000 grant to the 
San Francisco-based Gay and Les¬ 
bian Medical Association 
(GLMA).

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East Bay Pride’s second an¬ 
nual slew of gay pride events 
kicked off with an awards dinner 
in Oakland. The Gay Mardi Gras 
was held September 26 under 
rainy skies, but a good time was 
had by all. 

The controversy over the San 
Francisco AIDS Emergency Fund 
organization’s interrupted service 
to Sonoma County was settled in 
September, as an agreement was 
reached to have AEF help the 
AEF/Sonoma County Coalition 
set up a similar operation in the 
North Bay. 

While Josh Puckett took his 
time making his decision to ac¬ 
cept a plea bargain in the death of 
Vitaly “Steve” Poliakov, Puckett’s 
accomplice, Mardy Kisner talked 
with the B.A.R. Kisner confessed 
to police that he helped Puckett 
dispose of Poliakov’s body in a 
creek in Atascadero, San Luis 
Obispo County in 1997. On Sep¬ 
tember 11, Puckett accepted a plea 
bargain and was sentenced to 13 
years, eight months. He pleaded 
guilty to burglary and involuntary 
manslaughter with the enhance¬ 
ment clause for the use of a dead¬ 
ly weapon. Days before Puckett 
agreed to accept the plea bargain, 
jail authorities secretly recorded 
him planning an escape with an¬ 
other inmate. 

Mendocino County Judge 
Cindee Mayfield ruled September 
8 to withdraw murder charges 
against one suspect in the May 2 
killing of Louis Pearson near 
Ukiah, and ordered a second man 
to stand trial for murder of the 
44-year-old Aptos man. The mur¬ 
der charge against Keith Pruitt, 
25, was withdrawn by the judge, 


who ordered another suspect, 
Rick Fernandez, 24, to stand trial 
for murder. According to an au¬ 
topsy report, Pearson was beaten 
to death. Pearson had come north 
to attend a Billy Club gathering. 

Leaders from many faiths unit¬ 
ed in a religious service on Sep¬ 
tember 15 in support of lesbian 
and gay couples who are denied 
the civil right of marriage. 

The new schematic design for 
the LGBT Community Center 
Project was unveiled; the CCP’s 
board of directors held a series of 
community meetings in Septem¬ 
ber to get input on the revisions, 
which include the historic Fallon 
Building. 

A draft report by the Human 
Rights Commission prepared in 
January sustained charges of gen¬ 
der discrimination against New 
Leaf Services for Our Communi¬ 
ty. However, no final report has 
been issued on the charges, filed 
by a former substance abuse 
counselor over a dispute that 
began in October 1994. 

The owners of I Found It!, a 
San Francisco antique and con¬ 
signment store, were evicted from 


their Market Street premises on 
September 11, following a lengthy 
legal battle. Still unresolved are 
possible legal actions against the 
two men, Kevin Esposito and Gre¬ 
gory Silva, who comprise the lim¬ 
ited liability corporation, Pyramid 
Partners, involving alleged bad 
checks written to people who 
thought their items had been sold. 

A gay East Bay resident, Ken¬ 
neth Jeffress, filed suit Septem¬ 
ber 9 against Family Restaurants, 
Inc., the parent company of the El 
Torito restaurant in Concord, al¬ 
leging sexual orientation discrim¬ 
ination and sexual harassment by 
his former employer. 

UCSF AIDS researcher, Dr. 
Jay Levy, had an article pub¬ 
lished in which he questioned 
treating HIV with antiviral drugs 
too early, saying that could work 
against the patient’s natural im¬ 
mune system and do more harm 
than good. 

October 

On Monday, October 12, the 
day after National Coming Out 
Day, gay University of Wyoming 
student Matthew Shepard died

six days earlier after being beaten 
and left for dead tied to a fence 
post, allegedly by suspects Russell 
Henderson and Aaron McKinney, 
who were arrested and charged 
with the crime. Their girlfriends 
were charged with being acces¬ 
sories after the fact. Shepard’s 
death sent shock waves through¬ 
out the country as the news made 


national headlines. In San Fran¬ 
cisco, vigils and community meet¬ 
ings were held to help people deal 
with the aftermath of such a hor¬ 
rific crime. Hundreds of people 
gathered at Castro and Market 
streets for an impromptu vigil 
Monday night, another one was 
held October 15, and marchers 
walked to the Loading Dock bar, 
where gay city resident Brian 


Sacramento in ’98

A look at the legislative “package” of gay, lesbian, bisexual, trans¬ 
gender (LGBT) and HIV/AIDS related bills for the past ses¬ 
sion of the California Legislature would show a few good wins 
and some heartbreaking losses. Some of those losses were inflicted 
after good, humane legislation was passed by both houses of the 
Legislature, only to be lost to the presidential ambitions of a pride¬ 
ful man. Governor Pete Wilson, who was pandering to religious 
zealots who control his party and hold his aspirations hostage. 

For instance, AB 1099 would have subsidized medications for 
MediGal recipients so they would be able to return to work and still 
access life-saving drugs such as protease inhibitors. It was vetoed. 

AB 501 would have guaranteed restoration of MediCal benefits 
to children with autism, schizophrenia and other disabilities be¬ 
cause their eligibility was limited by the 1996 federal welfare re¬ 
form bill Vetoed. 

AB 760 would have required HMOs and health insurers to es¬ 
tablish an independent review process for all Autologous Bone 
Marrow Transplants (ABMT) and other breast cancer treatments. 
Vetoed. 

AB 967 would have authorized the Director of Health Services 
to request, but nOt require, a local Title I jurisdiction under the fed¬ 
eral Ryan White CARE Act to contribute federal funds to the state’s 
AIDS Drug Assistance Program (ADAP). Vetoed. 

AB 2612 - Saved the creation of Caesar salad, thanks to saladi- 
torian Carole Migden, and was signed into law. 

Unfortunately, AB 1059, which required healthcare insurers to 
offer business owners the same coverages for employees with do¬ 
mestic partners as those who are married, was vetoed. 

AB 1999 clarified current hate crime law and stipulates that 
such laws include crimes against persons because of gender, gender 
identity or perceived gender or gender identity. It was signed into 
law. 

AB 2156 would have extended the filing time for all labor code 
complaints by workers, including discrimination complaints, from 
one month to one year. It was vetoed. 

AB 1663, the unique identifier bill which would assist epi¬ 
demiologists and still maintain patient confidentiality, was vetoed. 

SB 1385, which allowed HIV testing of unconscious patients, 
was signed into law. 

SB 705 criminalizes intentional transmission of HIV. Signed 
into law. 

AB 1208 updates CAL-OSHA regulations for workers exposed 
to needle sticks. Signed into law. 

SB 844 creating an AIDS red-ribbon special interest license 
plate. Signed into law. 

AB 1052, which mandated that AIDS drug formularies in Medi¬ 
Cal fee for service and MediCal managed care plans be the same so 
that people who are moved into managed care plans can still ac¬ 
cess life-preserving treatment, was vetoed. 

AB 818, which required MediCal managed care plans to ensure 
that patients with HIV are given treatment consistent with federal 
guideline, was vetoed. 

Other bills died in committee: some of them were real losses like 
AB 1667, which provided patients who were denied care by their 
HMOs to have that denial reviewed by an independent review or¬ 
ganization whose decision would be binding on the HMO. Senate 
Concurrent Resolution SCR 47 - a resolution against hate crimes 
- died in committee. But then again, SB 484, which would have 
prohibited the California State University and University of Cali¬ 
fornia systems from offering domestic partner benefits to their em¬ 
ployees, also died in committee. 

SB 1506 - A Family Leave Act that would have allowed un¬ 
married people (partners or siblings) to take unpaid medical leave 
to take care of a terminally ill loved one - died in the Senate, as did 
SB 841 which would have required employers (government con¬ 
tractors) to provide the same benefits for domestic partners as for 
married employees. 

The above is just a small cross-section of the bills which, for 
good or ill, moved through the Legislature this past year, and in so 
doing affected our lives, hurt our feelings, outraged, amused, or 
otherwise engaged us in our strange struggle for survival. 

Legislators and staff members assure the LGBT community that 
some of the vetoed bills will be resubmitted. People will have to 
wait and see - this time, this year and on into the millennium they 
say people can expect to see some changes, some crucial victories. 

While it’s devoutly to be wished that the best is yet to come - 
that the LGBT community will have the happiest of new years - 
Mark Twain’s observation to stay alert still rings true, because “It 
could probably be shown by facts and figures that there is no dis¬ 
tinctly native American criminal class except Congress.” Undoubt¬ 
edly the adage also applies to Statehouses. 

Looking at some of the legislators and the mean-spirited tactics 
the LGBT community's allies and advocates have had to deal with 
over this past year, another Twain quote comes to mind: “Man is the 
only animal that blushes ... or needs to.” ▼ 
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Wilmes was murdered in March. 

Community United Against 
Violence (CUAV) celebrated its 
19th anniversary and honored 
volunteers at a benefit October 13. 

The Sonoma County Sheriff’s 
Department investigated a dou¬ 
ble slaying in Monte Rio when 
the bodies of Horst “Hans” 
Grahlmann, a wealthy and con¬ 
troversial gay bar owner, and his 
employee Jason Blore, were found 
at Grahlmann’s home. Authorities 
were tight-lipped about their in¬ 
vestigation. Grahlmann owned 
the Rainbow Cattle Company, a 
popular Guerneville bar. 

The number of documented 
cases of domestic violence 
among LGBT relationships in¬ 
creased by 41 percent between 
1996 and 1997, a new report re¬ 
leased by the National Coalition 
of Anti-Violence Programs con¬ 
cluded. CUAV s Greg Merrill said 
the report shows LGBT people re¬ 
ported incidents of domestic vio¬ 
lence more in 1997 than they did 
in 1996. 

Shanti, the 25-year-old com¬ 
munity agency that provides 
emotional and practical support 
for people living with AIDS, an¬ 
nounced plans to move its Market 
Street offices to the Project Open 
Hand building on Polk Street. 
Both agencies hope to benefit 
from the move. 

Dolores Street Community 
Services (DSCS) celebrated 15 
years with a reception October 5. 
The agency provides a variety of 
services, including a homeless 
program serving the Mission and 
Castro areas and a licensed facili¬ 
ty providing supportive housing 
for people living with AIDS who 
were previously homeless. 

Ben Schatz, executive direc¬ 
tor of the Gay and Lesbian Med¬ 
ical Association, announced his 
resignation October 7, he’ll leave 
in March. Schatz said he wants to 
spend more time managing the 
vocal group, The Kinsey Sicks, a 
drag group, of which he is a mem¬ 
ber. 

The city lost a round in the on¬ 
going battle to get United Air¬ 
lines to provide some benefits to 
domestic partners of its employ¬ 
ees; on October 7, U.S. District 
Court Judge Claudia Wilken 
granted United’s request for a pre¬ 
liminary injunction, meaning the 
current situation will be main¬ 
tained at least until January, when 
the city will argue for a summary 
judgment in an effort to get the 
airline to comply with the equal 
benefits ordinance. 

The demise of the LIFE Lobby 
gave birth to a new organization. 
The California Alliance for 
Pride and Equality (CAPE) was 
inaugurated at a meeting in San 
Francisco. 

The New Conservatory The¬ 


atre in San Francisco, presents 
gay-themed performance pieces 
involving on-stage nudity, but 
management drew the line at 
paintings by Visual AID artist 
Barbara Cooper. Executive Direc¬ 
tor Ed Decker ordered three of 
Cooper’s paintings removed in 
October. 

The Oakland Cannabis Buy¬ 
ers’ Cooperative closed its doors 
October 19 under orders of a fed¬ 
eral judge. The next day, the Oak¬ 
land City Council declared the 
lack of medical pot a public health 
emergency. 

An openly gay, HIV-positive 
man, Torrance Antoni, filed a law¬ 
suit in San Francisco Superior 
Court alleging HIV discrimina¬ 
tion and invasion of privacy while 
an employee of Nine West 
Group, Inc., purveyors of 
women’s shoes and handbags. 

Corey Randle-Oulette, an 
HIV-positive gay man, filed suit 
against Oracle Corporation, a 
worldwide software company, al¬ 
leging HIV discrimination and 
wrongful termination. 

The Human Rights Commis¬ 
sion acknowledged it has no ju¬ 
risdiction over several entities, in¬ 
cluding the Housing Authority, 
school district, City College, 
Transportation Authority, and 
others. The news came to light 
when HRC sent a letter to a gay 
man to inform him that it had no 
jurisdiction over his complaint of 
gay discrimination against his for¬ 
mer employer, the Housing Au¬ 
thority. In response to the news 
that the San Francisco Trans¬ 
portation Authority does not fall 
under the purview of HRC and 
does not follow the provisions of 
the equal benefits law, Supervisor 
Mark Leno introduced legisla¬ 
tion extend the contracting provi¬ 
sions of Chapter 12b of the city’s 
administrative code to the trans¬ 
portation body. 

Representatives of the San 
Francisco Unified School Dis¬ 
trict quickly recalled and planned 
to destroy teacher training manu¬ 
als that defined homosexuality, 
bisexuality, and transsexuality as 
“deviant lifestyles” after inquiries 
from the B.A.R. 

The Fallon Building was des¬ 
ignated a landmark when Mayor 
Brown signed legislation October 
9. 

After interviewing New 
Zealand citizen and permanent 
U.S. resident Christopher Arne- 

sen for five hours over two days 
and then making him wait a 
month for a decision, the Immi¬ 
gration and Naturalization Ser¬ 
vice informed the long-term 
AIDS survivor that it will contin¬ 
ue to argue that he abandoned his 
status as a U.S. resident. 

Full Circle, a new indepen¬ 
dent, nonprofit mental health and

substance abuse services agency, 
opened its doors in the Castro. 

Republican U.S. Senate candi¬ 
date Matt Fong was caught try¬ 
ing to play both sides. After it was 
revealed in late October that Fong 
gave $50,000 earlier in the year to 
the Reverend Lou Sheldon’s anti¬ 
gay, ultra-conservative Tradition¬ 
al Values Coalition, Fong signed a 
statement of support for a num¬ 
ber of gay rights issues. It was too 
little, too late, the San Francisco 
chapter of the Log Cabin Repub¬ 
licans yanked its endorsement of 
Fong. 

November 

Supervisor Tom Ammiano 

became the second openly gay 
president of the San Francisco 
Board of Supervisors after he eas¬ 
ily beat Supervisors Mabel Teng 
and Gavin Newsom and was the 
top vote-getter on November 3. 
Supervisor Mark Leno held onto 
his seat on the board. Openly gay 
City College Trustee Lawrence 
Wong was also re-elected. Over in 
Berkeley, openly gay City Council 
member Kriss Worthington was 
re-elected. Democrat Gray 
Davis’s election as California’s 
next governor was also very good 
news for the LGBT community. 

The final court chapter in the 
murder case against Josh Puck¬ 
ett ended; Puckett’s former pal, 
Mardy Kisner, 24, was sentenced 
to two years in prison in connec¬ 
tion with the death of Vitaly 
“Steve” Poliakov. With credit for 
time served and good behavior, 
Kisner will likely go free in four 
months. 

Edgard Mora, charged in the 
March death of gay city resident 
Brian Wilmes, was ordered to 
stand trial for murder. During a

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1998 in review 
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preliminary hearing in San Fran¬ 
cisco Municipal Court November 
16 and 17, Judge Ellen Chaitin 
heard testimony from several wit¬ 
nesses who testified that Mora ut¬ 
tered variations of the phrase, “Do 
you want a piece of me, faggot,” at 
least four times during the attack. 
Wilmes died outside the Loading 
Dock, a gay bar on Mission Street, 
after Mora allegedly punched him 
once in the face and he fell back¬ 
wards, hitting his head on the 
pavement. Members of San Fran¬ 
cisco’s LGBT community were 
largely absent from the prelimi¬ 
nary hearing, while Mora’s family 
members filled one side of the 
courtroom. 

Calvin Gipson was elected the 
new president of the Pride Com¬ 
mittee. Also in November, the 
Pride Committee overwhelming¬ 
ly voted for “Proud Heritage, 
Powerful Future,” as the theme for 

1999 gay pride. 

Ken Bukowski was hired as the 
new executive director at AIDS 
Benefits Counselors Positive 
Resource Center. 

Santa Cruz attorney Melinda 
Whiteway was the first openly 
transgender person to be elected 
co-chair of the National Lesbian 
and Gay Law Association. 

The Lambda Legal Defense 
and Education Fund, which 
filed a brief in support of the city 
against United Airlines, hosted a 
luncheon for donors November 
18 at the downtown San Francis¬ 
co law offices of Brobeck, Phleger, 
and Harrison - the lead attorneys 
for United Airlines. 

The National AIDS Memori¬ 
al Grove turned down a $5,000 


in-kind donation from United 
Airlines, citing the passenger air¬ 
line’s refusal to implement the 
city’s equal benefits law. 

The Horizons Foundation 
announced it had donated its one 
millionth dollar this year to Bay 
Area LGBT organizations. 

Latina lesbian lawyer Maria Gil 
de Lamadrid received the Nation¬ 
al Multiple Sclerosis Society’s 
prestigious Achievement Award at 
a-luncheon November 14. 

Lesbian transgender minister 
the Reverend Vicky Kolakowski 
was installed as senior pastor of 
Metropolitan Community 
Church of the New Vision in 
Walnut Creek on November 15. 

Lesbian AIDS activist and for¬ 
mer medical assistant Peggy 
Ferro died at the age of 49. 

Gay activists poured Coors 
beer down the sewer in front of 
Harvey’s bar in the Castro to 
protest the Gay and Lesbian Al¬ 
liance Against Defamation’s ac-

ceptance of $110,000 from Coors 
over the next two years. 

Shadow Morton, a San Fran¬ 
cisco transgender activist, was 
named one of four recipients of 
the annual Stonewall Awards 
for achievement on behalf of the 
LGBT communities. The prize 
was a $25,000 grant. 

Steven Billing, a gay bell cap¬ 
tain at the Fairmont Hotel, filed 
a lawsuit against the business after 
complaining of intolerable work¬ 
ing conditions at the hotel. The 
suit alleges gay discrimination, 
sexual harassment, and wrongful 
termination. 

Dana Van Gorder, the Depart¬ 
ment of Public Health’s coordi¬ 
nator of LGBT health services 

for the past four years, held his 
first-ever public meeting Novem¬ 
ber 23 to report on his activities 
and take input from the commu¬ 
nity. 

Gay bartender Rick Raymen 
was allegedly attacked by a Yel¬ 
low Cab driver, Anthony Quin- 
ley, on Halloween night. Later, the 
B.A.R. learned that Quinley was 
sacked by the DeSoto Cab Com¬ 
pany for assault on a pedestrian 
before he was hired by the Yellow 
Cab Company. 

Residents in the Castro were 
upset that a new “Postal Retail 
Store” at 18th and Diamond 
streets was primarily a commer¬ 
cial venture. While customers 
could purchase Bugs Bunny key 
chains, they couldn’t pick up 
packages, for that they had to 
travel an additional 18 blocks to 
the post office at 15th and Bryant 
streets. 

Friends of Hans Grahlmann, 
who was murdered in October, 
put up a “substantial reward” 

for information leading to the ar¬ 
rest of whoever’s responsible for 


the killing. Investigators contin¬ 
ued to be tight-lipped about the 
unsolved case. 

One block of Myrtle Street was 
officially renamed Alice B. Tok- 
las Place at a brief ceremony No¬ 
vember 19. 

Gay city residents Timothy 
Wu, David Jensen, and Penney 
Magrane were sworn in to the 

Asian Art Commission, Relo¬ 
cation Appeals Board, and 
Landmarks Preservation Advi¬ 
sory Commission respectively at 
a ceremony November 18. 

The LGBT Community Cen¬ 
ter Project hired openly gay 
Scott Walton as its first project 
manager. 

November ended with tributes 
marking the 20th anniversary of 
the assassinations of former 
Mayor George Moscone and Su¬ 
pervisor Harvey Milk, who were 
gunned down by ex-Supervisor 
Dan White November 27, 1978. 


At a commemoration organized 
by Mayor Brown, Jonathan 
Moscone, the son of the late 
mayor, announced he’s gay and 
said his dad would be proud. The 
Harvey Milk Lesbian, Gay, Bisex¬ 
ual, Transgender Democratic 
Club held a candlelight march on 
November 27 that was attended 
by thousands who braved heavy 
rain. 

December 

The month began with several 
observances of the 11th World 
AIDS Day December 1. The AIDS 
Emergency Fund gathered bags of 
pennies in Union Square, while 
the National AIDS Memorial 
Grove held a ceremony and pre¬ 
sented its first award to Irene 
Smith, who was recognized for 
her work in healing through 
touch.

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chest and stomach was found 
stumbling on San Francisco’s 
Stanyan Street December 4. The 
man was taken to St. Mary’s Med¬ 
ical Center. Police are investigat¬ 
ing the incident. 

Former state Senator Milton 
Marks, long a friend of the LGBT 
community, died December 4 at 
the age of 78. 

The Washington D.C.-based 

Family Research Council 

sought an apology from the San 
Francisco Board of Supervisors 
after a letter written by Supervisor 
Leslie Katz drew the ire of FRC 
President Gary Bauer. Katz re¬ 
fused to apologize. The letter 
called attention to the “direct cor¬ 
relation” between “horrible 
crimes committed against gays 
and lesbians,” such as the death of 
Matthew Shepard, and the “Truth 
in Love” ad campaign that FRC 
and other anti-gay groups ran in 
newspapers earlier this year. 

Hot Cookie in the Castro was 
partially destroyed by a Fire De¬ 
cember 7. Owner Dan Glazer 
vowed to reopen as soon as possi¬ 
ble. 

A gay San Francisco resident, 
Hussein Hammoud, filed suit 
against computer publishing 
giant Ziff-Davis, alleging sexual 
orientation discrimination, sexu¬ 
al harassment, wrongful con¬ 
structive termination, and emo¬ 


tional distress. Hammoud 
charged that he was subject to dis¬ 
paraging remarks about his sexu¬ 
al orientation and his ancestry, 
and reported anti-gay comments 
from co-workers such as “fudge 
packer,” and racial remarks such 
as “sand nigger.” 

The Castro Station bar became 
The Bar on Castro December 11. 

On December 14, the Human 
Rights Campaign joined with 
Equal Benefits Advocates and 
the city’s queer supervisors and 
called for a national boycott of 
United Airlines. If United drops 
its suit against the city over the 
equal benefits law, the boycott will 
end. People can wear buttons in 
support of the boycott if they have 
no choice but to fly on United.

Lesbian Toni Young, co-chair 
of the HIV Prevention Planning 
Council, was hired as the first HIV 
consumer rights advocate for 
people who receive CARE funded 
HIV/AIDS services in San Fran¬ 
cisco. 

P.0. Plus in the Castro of¬ 
fered neighborhood residents free 
pick-up and storage of medicine, 
providing the same kind of ser¬ 
vice no longer available at the for¬ 
mer post office at 18th and Dia¬ 
mond streets. Shortly before 
Christmas, San Francisco Post¬ 
master George S. Kikuchi an¬ 
nounced that the post office and 
retail store would resume receiv¬ 
ing and holding parcels for pick 
up after a barrage of letters from 
angry customers. “We heard you,” 
Kikuchi wrote in a letter to the 
Merchants of Upper Market and 
Castro (MUMC) and neighbor¬ 
hood residents. 

A green concoction called 
Blue Nitro hit the gay neighbor¬ 
hoods of San Francisco in early 
December and one person appar¬ 
ently overdosed after ingesting 
too much.

jP| an Francisco HIV preven¬ 
tion programs have long 
/' stressed community build¬ 
ing and self-esteem enhancement 
as a primary means to foster safe- 
sex and HIV prevention. But 
1,233 people in San Francisco 
tested positive for HIV in 1998, 
and the vast majority of those 
people were gay men. According 
to one study conducted under 
sponsorship of the San Francisco 
AIDS Foundation, the highest risk 
group for HIV transmission in 
San Francisco are middle class to 
affluent gay men in their 30s. 
What’s missing from HIV preven¬ 
tion campaigns in San Francisco, 
and from the pundits theorizing 
about post-AIDS gay identity and 
the end of AIDS, are these men’s 
stories and the lessons they might 
teach to those who are still HIV¬ 
negative. 

“I found out during a routine 
test I did this past spring,” said 
Jim, a handsome 15-year resident 
of San Francisco in his mid-30s. “I 
was surprised to say the least.” The 
former AIDS service organization 
(ASO) employee was referred to 
the Options Project at the Univer¬ 
sity of California, San Francisco. 
Options performed a detuned 
HIV test that suggested Jim was 
probably infected in early 1998. 
“My sex life then was similar to 
what it had been for the past 15 
years. I thought I’d developed 
standards of risk that were work¬ 
ing for me, and I don’t feel I re¬ 
laxed those standards. I had al¬ 
ways performed oral sex without 
a condom and with no one cum-

ming in my mouth.” Jim reported 
that he generally didn’t have anal 
sex without a condom and didn’t 
have any anal sex at all during the 
time that the detuned test sug¬ 
gested he was infected. “I went to 
sex clubs maybe twice during the 
first four months of 1998,” said 
Jim. “I don’t use any drugs or al¬ 
cohol at all.” 

Since his positive test Jim has 
become much more aware 
about precum on my 
hands and about 
other exposures. “I 
am not clear that the 
standards we hold for 
safe sex are indeed as safe 
as we think they are.” 

“I don’t know how 
I*got it - or when I 
got it,” reports Vince. 

“I tested negative in 
the fall of 1992 and 
was living on the East Coast with 
a lover. He told me he tested neg¬ 
ative at that same time and after 
pressure from him, I started fuck¬ 
ing him without a condom. Soon, 
he was doing the same to me. We 
broke up six months later and 
though it was clear he had lied 
about a lot of things, I don’t think 
he was positive.” Vince, formerly a 
counselor at a gay health center, 
moved to San Francisco in the 
spring of 1993 to take an execu¬ 
tive position in Silicon Valley. 
“Late in 1993,1 had a weird flu 
with some spots on the back of 
my throat,” Vince continued. “I 
thought it might be thrush, but a 
nurse said it couldn’t be because 
the spots were painful when 
rubbed off with a spoon. My doc¬ 
tor later told me that was wrong 
and I think I was. having acute in¬ 
fection syndrome. I didn’t get 
tested again until 1995, when I 
started feeling sick and had some 
night sweats. Between the two 
tests, I probably had sex about 
three or four times per month, 
often at sex clubs, but getting 
fucked was never a big thing for 
me, and I always used a condom 
for fucking though not for suck¬ 
ing. Now I need $2,400 worth of 
drugs every month and am really 
worried about health insurance 
and how I will pay for medical 
care if I stop working.” 

“I know exactly how I got it,” 
remembers Peter, a former sex- 
worker, sometimes porn star, and 
currently successful Castro busi¬ 
nessman. “I moved here in 1988 
from the midwest, and during my 
10 years here I was very sexually 
active.” Peter says that throughout 
his time in San Francisco he was 
clean and sober, often had unpro¬ 
tected oral sex, and sometimes ne¬ 
gotiated agreements with 
boyfriends not to use condoms 



when fucking. “I repeatedly tested 
negative. Last year, I picked up a 
cute 19-year-old with a really big 
dick. While he was fucking me, 
the condom broke. We talked 
about it and he said he was nega¬ 
tive and I told him I was negative 
so we kept going and he came in¬ 
side me.” Six weeks later, Peter 
came down with a severe flu and 
eight weeks later tested positive. “I 
went to the Options Project and 
got the cute 19-year-old to 
go as well. He hadn’t 
been tested for a year 
and a half, and it 
turned out he was pos¬ 
itive and the options 
test indicated he had 
been infected a while 
longer than I had.” 

Jose, a 33-year-old 
manager at a large 
company, had lived in 
San Francisco nearly a decade 
when he first had symptoms of 
acute HIV infection. “I had been 
very sexually active for many 
years, and had very definite safe- 
sex rules,” recalls Jose. “I didn’t do 
unprotected anal sex or oral sex 
with ejaculation, and I had stayed 
negative. The mistake I made was 
waiting only a week and a half 
after some oral surgery before giv¬ 
ing head. Fourteen days later, I 
had a very nasty flu and went to 
see my doctor. He thought it 
might be acute HIV infection, but 
he then ordered a standard HIV 
test, which came back negative.” 
The routine tests for HIV do not 
show a person is positive until 
several months after infection. 
“After getting the negative test re¬ 
sults, I continued talking with 
knowledgeable friends who ex¬ 
plained the problem with the 
standard tests. I had a viral load 
test done and found out I was in 
fact infected.” 

Jason, a tall, attractive, 36-year- 
old, moved to San Francisco in 
1996 from a ranch in the north¬ 
west. “I had been very sexually ac¬ 
tive for 20 years,” he recalls, “I had 
visited rest stops and adult book¬ 
stores regularly before I moved to 
San Francisco, but tested negative 
just before I moved here.” A 
month after Jason arrived in the 
city, he had the flu: “Like I never 
had it before. That went away, but 
over the next year, I noticed some 
weird growths on my tongue, a 
few rashes, and athletes’ foot, all 
of which I had never had before.” 
In 1997, Jason went to the dentist 
for a routine checkup. “I had 
never noticed any bleeding in my 
mouth, but the dentist said I had 
a bad case of bleeding gums. I 
knew immediately that I had HIV, 
and got a positive test result the 
following week” ▼ 


Censorship loses 
a battle in Georgia

A Cobb County, Georgia 
prosecutor has reaffirmed 
his decision not to try to 
prosecute bookstores that sell art 
books containing photographs of 
nude children. 

Despite protests in October by 
right wing groups against the sale 
of David Hamilton’s The Age of 
Innocence and Jock Sturges’s The 
Radiant Identities, Cobb District 
Attorney Pat Head said Thursday, 
December 24 that after conferring 
with law-enforcement experts he 
has concluded the books “do not 


meet any of the elements under 
child exploitation statutes.” 

Past protests have involved 
members of Operation Rescue 
and other groups descending on 
Barnes and Noble bookstores, lo¬ 
cating the books, and ripping out 
pages they considered “offensive.” 
Protest organizers have offered no 
word whether Head’s decision will 
still those actions. 

Cobb County is the home district 
of Newt Gingrich, and the location 
avoided by the 19% Olympics torch 
run because county commissioners 
had passed a resolution proclaiming 
homosexuality was “incompatible” 
with local beliefs. ▼

Scientists horse around with HIV vaccine

H promising AIDS vaccine 
that originated as a virus in 
. horses is now being tested 
on monkeys at Children’s Hospi¬ 
tal in Columbus, Ohio, and may 
be tried on humans within three 
years. 

Dr. Philip Johnson, director of 
the Children’s Hospital Research 
Foundation, told the Columbus 
Dispatch December 24, “This is 


better than anything out there 
right now to put into humans. 
This is as optimistic as I’ve been 
since the AIDS vaccine program 
started.” 

The vaccine is a weakened 
horse virus, the Venezuelan 
equine encephalitis virus, which 
University of North Carolina and 
Army researchers have fitted with 
HIV genes. 

Johnson said the vaccine does¬ 
n’t prevent infection. Instead, it 
reduces the level of the virus in 


the blood, and the very low levels 
may prevent the transmission of 
HIV from one human to another. 

He said, “By and large, the im¬ 
mune system stays ahead of the 
virus. In the past, it was always be¬ 
hind it, trying to fight [HIV]. If 
you can get the right immune re¬ 
sponse there ahead of time, you 
can do something.” 

The International AIDS Vac¬ 
cine Institute has committed $4.6 
million to the vaccine’s develop¬ 
ment. V

subjects’ risky behavior, and said 
data from the placebo group was 
necessary for comparison; he 
pointed out that the seroconver¬ 
sion rate will rise above 1.5 per¬ 
cent if subjects do indulge in un¬ 
safe sex, and provide a better base¬ 
line against which the vaccine can 
be compared. 

But there is another question 
that also nags at activists: whether 
AIDSVax is auspicious enough to 
justify studying. Although previ¬ 
ous animal studies have shown it 
does protect against HIV infec¬ 
tion to some extent, some AIDS 
researchers believe there are more 
promising vaccine delivery sys¬ 
tems than AIDSVax’s base of syn¬ 
thetic protein. Those include Cel- 
Sci Corporation’s HGP-30, and a 
modified horse virus vaccine now 
under preliminary study in Cleve¬

No director; no direction? 

The push to develop a vaccine 
against HIV has stalled since Pres¬ 
ident Clinton announced a pro¬ 
gram to develop such a product in 
May 1997. At the time he vowed 
to have an HIV vaccine completed 
in 10 years, but little progress has 
followed that announcement. 

In fact, on December 19, as the 
House of Representatives debated 
Clinton’s impeachment, a mem¬ 
ber of his own AIDS advisory 
group pointed out to the presi¬ 
dent that 19 months after his plan 
was announced, “a director of the 
vaccine center at NIH has not yet 
been appointed.” Helen Mira- 
montes, a member of the presi¬ 
dent’s HIV/AIDS advisory coun¬ 
cil, pointed out that NIH has only 
held one preliminary vaccine 
meeting in that time and urged 
increased funding. 

Clinton responded that “this 


budget year will be more difficult 
than the last one because we got 
such big increases in everything last 
time, and because of the global 
economy kind of slowing down.” 

Eventually the NIH hopes to 
sign up 5,000 volunteers for the 
AIDSVax trials. Volunteers must 
be HIV-negative and either in¬ 
volved in a monogamous rela¬ 
tionship with an HIV-positive 
man or have had sex with three or 
more men during the last year 
(with some anal sex required). 
Sexually active women, who ac¬ 
count for a growing segment of 
new cases, may also participate. 
Female volunteers must have con¬ 
tracted a sexually transmitted dis¬ 
ease sometime in their lives and 
have had at least two male sex 
partners in the last year. ▼

A Coping Skills Program 
for gay men 
living with HIV. 
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Tailgaters

C ollege football games are 
notoriously festive events. 
My alma mater Ohio State’s 
annual game against Michigan 
got so darn festive, in fact, it in¬ 
cluded boarding up the High 
Street storefront windows and de¬ 
claring martial law. 

Daryl Gregory played football 
as a wide receiver at Harding Uni¬ 
versity in Arkansas. His 
being gay didn’t come up 
then - not by a long IJ 
shot. He kept quiet and ^ 

“let it lie.” Anyone else 
would, too: with 250- 
pound potential homo¬ 
phobes ready to tackle 
him, he “had too much 
to lose.” 

Where he now 
plays defensive line¬ 
man and running 
back, the roaring in 
the background isn’t a stadium 
full of fans, just the J Church am¬ 
bling up along Dolores Park. As 
the organizer of the pick-up squad 
of guys who play flag football al¬ 
most every Saturday, he’s re¬ 
claimed his sport in a way, and, he 
says, they’ve become a crew of def¬ 
inite contenders. Other than Seat¬ 
tle, they’re the only gay-men’s-in- 
clusive team on the West Coast. 

Free of the hoopla and hype, 
football gets reduced to its pure 
elements in what is a classic form 
of recreation for people across the 
country: the weekend game. 

Certainly there are fewer 
knock-down falls and other un¬ 
pleasant confrontations with 



gravity in flag football. Not that a 
whimsical shout of “Let’s play 
tackle instead!” doesn’t betray a 
more rambunctious nature in this 
crew, both gay and straight. 

And while the playing on this 
field is amicable, for gay jocks in 
colleges where he competed, Gre¬ 
gory says, “Things have not im¬ 
proved, with bashing and stuff. 
With football guys, [coming out 
is] not the wise thing to do.” 

Yet it’s done here, under sunny 
skies, where men of a variety of 
sizes and abilities are 
able to enjoy the 
sport free of the 
claptrap, the pre-game 
mandatory prayer sessions, 
and the corporate takeovers. 
Here, the guys just play ball. 
Gregory said, “It’s be¬ 
coming more success¬ 
ful, with 15 guys a 
game, even in the 
rain.” There’s more 
tackling done then, he 
said, what with slipping in the 
mud and all. Now, that sounds ex¬ 
ceptionally fun. 

The players also get together 
for post-game dinners and 
movies. Some guys wanting more 
competitive action can get into 
some of the future games against 
flag football teams in Los Angeles, 
Marin, and - they hope - Seattle. 
They also hope to join competi¬ 
tive flag football leagues, where 
the winners in top division get to 
play against NFL players. 

“We feel like we can do it,” said 
Gregory. “We have the talent to 
challenge these guys.” He’s hoping 
to get that organized as well as the 
IWFFL. “The women have an in¬

credible league,” he commented, 
noting their eight teams and re¬ 
cent Bay Area tournament. 

In his current league, some 
guys play hard. Gregory himself 
was recently injured. This year he 
noted no serious mishaps (knock 
on pigskin). “We try to minimize 
the intensity so you don’t get seri¬ 
ously hurt, and we’re changing 
some rules in preparation to fulfill 
national flag football league 
rules.” 

Allowing rookies time to get 
into the game is also important: 
“One guy had never played be^ 
fore,” Gregory said, “and now he’s

a contender!” 

And even though most players 
are gay, it’s not a requirement. “It’s 
a mixed group,” said Gregory. 
“Some guys bring their wives or 
kids. It’s clear we’re here to play 
football.” And as their group 
grows and improves, they contin¬ 
ue to hope they will break down 
ignorance - not bones. 

“We challenge the stereotype,” 
Gregory said. Right between the 
goal posts. 

Team spirit 

Dave Williams has been play¬ 
ing since 1996. Asked if he played 
football in school, he replied, be¬ 
fore laughing, “Not very well. It’s a 
lot more fun now. You can date 
your teammates if you want to.” 

Nikolas Arnold played high 
school football in Brooklyn, New 
York and college baseball. He likes 
all sports and finds, while hetero¬ 
sexual, says playing with gay guys 
is no big deal. “I saw these guys 
playing in the park about a year 
ago and I’ve played ever since. But 
I hate to lose.” 

Derrick Nickle played rugby in 
college at Vassar and had a fortu¬ 
nate yet rare experience. “The 
guys knew I was gay and they had 
no problem with it,” he said. 
“You’re out there and you’re per¬ 
forming. I think it’s the same here. 
It doesn’t really matter what 
you’re sexual orientation is. You’re 
here to play and have a good time, 
and that’s the point.” 

Longtime footballer Chuck 
Martin, however, said he “feels 
more comfortable playing with 
queers. “That’s why I play in Gay 
Games, gay leagues, gay football 
and basketball. There seems to be 
a difference in attitude.” 

Of his experience playing in¬ 
tramurals football in college, 
where he was out at school, but 
not so on the playing fields, Mar¬ 


tin found that often with “frat boy 
players, their whole sense of mas¬ 
culinity was wrapped up in how 
well they played on the field.” As 
an out man, Martin said, “It was 
fun to be able to beat them,” and 
in turn, perhaps, the heterosexism 
some embody. 

Will we ever have a pro or col¬ 
lege football player come out? 
Martin is doubtful. “The trend 
these days is this whole religious 
thing,” he said. “You see people 
huddling in prayer. Part of the 
problem with being out is that 
you can be targeted while being 
targeted,” i.e., that body slam 
comes to you with a special tinge 
of bigotry. 

“America, apple pie,” Nickle 
said. “It’s all tied in to our image,” 
part of where diversity in sports 
falls short, especially when foot¬ 
ball players like Reggie White try 
to use their football fame for less 
than honorable purposes. Martin 
mentioned, however, that in light 
of White’s right-wing Christian 
rhetoric, “the good thing was you 
didn’t get anything from the foot¬ 
ball world itself; the teams, the 
other players.” So perhaps it’s not 
as homophobic a sport as some 
think. 

Until that’s proven, at least one 
field is open for all kinds of play¬ 
ers. “There’s a level of your just 
doing something for fun, for 
recreation, and then the aspect of 
doing it with people you’re com¬ 
fortable with,” said Nickle. 

In a sense, guys are able to 
enjoy the butch aspects of the 
sport with a queer edge, thus 
bridging the gap between a Hail 
Mary and a “Hey, Mary!” ▼

men who have sex with men is 
30.5 percent.” 

Brown’s second letter also de¬ 
scribes the epidemic in the trans¬ 
gender community. “Recently, the 
San Francisco Department of 
Public Health completed a study 
to determine the HIV prevalence 
of San Francisco’s transgendered 
community. The study team, 
which included a number of 
transgender individuals, inter¬ 
viewed 515 transgendered per¬ 
sons and determined their HIV 


prevalence was approximately 35 
percent,” the mayor stated. 

The new letter goes on to note 
that the AIDS epidemic is just one 
of a number of health problems 
faced by lesbian, gay, bisexual, and 
transgendered persons. “Breast 
cancer, sexually transmitted dis¬ 
eases such as gonorrhea, and sub¬ 
stance abuse, particularly the use 
of crystal methamphetamine, are 
other significant challenges,” the 
mayor stated. “I am hopeful that 
your FY 2000 budget will provide 
specific funding to these health is¬ 
sues in the lesbian, gay, bisexual, 
and transgendered communities 
as well.” T

i % hode Island finished 1998 
with the best legislative 
§ II, record for gays and lesbians 
of any state in the nation, ac¬ 
cording to activists and lobbyists. 

Representatives attending 
quarterly meetings of the Feder¬ 
ation of Lesbian, Gay, Bisexual 
and Transgendered Statewide Po¬ 
litical Organizations gave the 
state the highest ranking because 
of significant legislation passed 
by the Rhode Island General As¬ 
sembly. Statutes enacted include 
repeal of the state’s sodomy law, 
the nation’s most punitive; a re¬ 
quirement that hospitals honor 
patients’ wishes on whom they 
designate as immediate family; 
and creation of a tougher hate- 
crimes law that includes sexual 
orientation [see story, this page]. 
Rhode Island is only one of nine 
states with a gay rights law, en¬ 
acted in 1995. 

Ocean State activists are not 
about to rest on their laurels. In 
1999, they’ll support legislation 
to provide same-gender couples 


with as many additional legal 
protections as possible, and give 
renewed emphasis to protecting 
gay and lesbian youth in the 
schools. 

“We know how far we have to 
go,” says Kate Monteiro, presi¬ 
dent of the Rhode Island Alliance 
for Lesbian and Gay Civil Rights. 
“We live with certain realities day 
to day, but people look at our 
state and say, ‘Wow! They have 
everything you could want,’ 
which shows how low expecta¬ 
tions are around the country.” 

Monteiro says repeal of the 
sodomy law “is something that 
people even in our own move¬ 
ment said could not be done.” 
Repeal has had ramifications far 
beyond the state’s borders. “It has 
added a great deal of momentum 
to the privacy and sexual free¬ 
dom aspects of our movement,” 
she explains. 

Several factors came into play 
in its passage. “We in Rhode Is¬ 
land, like many states across the 
country, had, since Bowers v. 
Hardwick [the 1986 U.S. 
Supreme Court decision uphold¬ 
ing the Georgia statute recently 


struck down by that state’s 
Supreme Court], some sense of 
inevitability about sodomy laws, 
so we made a serious effort this 
year,” the state’s chief gay and les¬ 
bian advocate says. 

Other factors included 
heightened awareness of the law 
resulting from wide publicity of 
North Smithfield police arresting 
on sodomy charges both an al¬ 
leged robber and the victim, and 
a Block Island rape case in which 
the judge threw out sodomy 
charges against the defendants. 
Libertarians, the Rhode Island 
Rape Crisis Center, the disabled, 
and defense attorneys also sup¬ 
ported repeal. 


The state’s only openly gay 
elected official, Democratic Rep¬ 
resentative Mike Pisaturo, has a 
slightly ^different perspective on 
the year’s legislative success. “I 
think it is a direct result, not of 
any single effort in any single 
year, but the culmination of leg¬ 
islative and lobbying efforts over 
the last dozen years or more,” he 
says. “The Legislature has slowly 
come to understand our issues 
because we have made a more 
visible effort and have become 
more sophisticated and mature. 
We’ve been able to cut away at 
some of the biases and preju¬ 
dices. We didn’t need to educate 
from ground zero. Some already 


had their Gay 101 course and 
have moved on to 102 and 103.” 

Pisaturo, who easily won re- 
election in November against a 
conservative Republican who ran 
a negative campaign, still is 
mulling legislation he’ll intro¬ 
duce during the General Assem¬ 
bly’s next session, which begins 
in January. He’ll likely sponsor a 
safe schools bilk and may author 
legislation granting domestic 
partnership benefits to state em¬ 
ployees. 

Last session, he introduced a 
same-gender marriage bill that 
never made it out of committee. 
He’s unsure whether he will re¬ 
introduce it next year. T

Arrests in beating 
of R.l. female 
impersonator

^ |p§ wo teenage men will be the 

I first to face Rhode Island’s 
new hate crime law, consid¬ 
ered “the toughest in the nation,” 
for allegedly beating a female im¬ 
personator in the early morning 
hours of Thanksgiving Day. 

On Thursday, December 17, 
authorities arrested David E. 
Sheldon, 19, of East Providence, 
Rhode Island, and Taylor Gre¬ 
nier, 18, of Warren, for allegedly 
beating Diana Obidowski, 44, of 
Providence, on November 26. 
Sheldon and Grenier entered not 
guilty pleas to one misdemeanor 
count of simple assault at an ar¬ 
raignment in Rhode Island Dis¬ 
trict Court the next day. 

•Even though simple assault is 
a misdemeanor, the state’s Hate 
Crimes Sentencing Act requires 
that convicted defendants serve a 
mandatory minimum of 30 days, 
and up to a year, in prison. The 
statute does not allow judges to 
suspend the sentence or place de¬ 
fendants on probation. It is the 
toughest in the nation, according 
to state Senator Rhoda Perry, the 
sponsor. 

The attack occurred as Obid¬ 
owski, who legally changed his 
first name, was leaving Wheels, a 
gay bar in the city’s downtown 
area. Three men in a car stopped 
near the bar and are alleged to 
have yelled derogatory com¬ 
ments and threats directed at 
Obidowski, whom they assumed 
to be gay. 

Two of the men left the car, 
ran up behind the victim and 
knocked him to the ground, then 
assaulted him. Obidowski man¬ 
aged to get back on his feet, and 
fled. The suspects are alleged to 
have chased and caught him, 
then assaulted him further by 
kicking and punching him in the 


face. 

Obidowski suffered a cut 
above an eye 'that needed 10 
stitches, another on the back of 
his head, requiring several more 
stitches, and other injuries. Prov¬ 
idence police officers who re¬ 
sponded arrested the three occu¬ 
pants of the car. The victim was 
beaten so severely, however, that 
he was too traumatized and 
could not see clearly enough to 
identify the two suspects who as¬ 
saulted him. 

Further investigation by offi¬ 
cers assigned to the area led to 
the arrests. 

At a news conference, Mayor 
Vincent Cianci called the assault 
on Obidowski “vicious and ugly. 
I’ve seen the photos of the victim 
and they are absolutely horrible.” 
He promised that the suspects 
would be prosecuted to the 
fullest extent of the law. 

Sheldon, Grenier, and their 
companion, who has not been 
charged, were attending a party 
the night of the incident and, 
“were bored, and decided to 
come to our downtown,” Cianci 
explained. “After we get through 
with them, they’ll wish they 
never came to Providence.” 

Although Obidowski is a fe¬ 
male impersonator, Fitzgerald 
Himmelsbach, the mayor’s gay 
and lesbian liaison, said he was 
not dressed as a woman the night 
of the assault and had not been 
performing at Wheels. 

“This administration will not 
tolerate hate crimes of any kind,” 
Cianci emphasized. “Those who 
think they can participate in gay 
bashing, or any type of crime 
motivated by ignorance, hatred, 
bias, in our city have it all 
wrong.” 

Grenier and Sheldon were re¬ 
leased under $200 cash bond. A 
pretrial hearing is scheduled for 
January 7. T

if ? e was the chubby kid who 
couldn’t climb the rope in 
ll it gym class. Nowadays, a 
trim and muscular Jonathan 
Nosan not only can climb the 
rope, he spins and dangles and 
twists and twirls like a ballet 
dancer on high. The San Francis¬ 
co-based . acrobat is currently 
doing his rope tricks as a member 
of the New Pickle Circus at the 
Cowell Theatre, where he brings 
down the first-act curtain to 
cheers. 

It seems a long way from the 
halls of his San Diego high school 
where other kids called him “fag¬ 
got,” and when body-image issues 
led to an eating disorder. He 
found an escape, and a modicum 
of popularity, by pouring his en¬ 
ergies into juggling and magic 
performances, but when he head¬ 
ed to college he wasn’t imagining 
a career in the spotlight. 

Nosan, now 29, got his B.A. in 
Asian studies at UC Berkeley, 
which led to a two-year opportu¬ 
nity to study design in Japan on a 
Fullbright Scholarship. In Tokyo, 
when he saw a performance by 
Cirque du Soleil, something in¬ 
side him clicked. “My choice was 
either to work toward a Ph.D. or 
become an artist,” Nosan said, 
“and I decided to go for that when 
I was still kind of young.” 

He moved to London to train 
with circus master Philippe Gauli- 
er, and returned to San Francisco 
in 1995 to continue his studies at 
the San Francisco School of Cir¬ 
cus Arts. Not long ago, he 
bumped into a friend from col¬ 
lege who asked him what he was 
doing these days. “I’m in the cir¬ 
cus,” he replied. And his friend 
said, “That’s such a non-adult 
thing to do.” Nosan took it as a 
compliment. 

And how did his parents react 
when he decided to quit his for¬ 
mal education to essentially join 
the circus? “I’m the youngest, so 
that helped a little,” Nosan said. 
“And they saw that I planned it 
out and worked very hard at it. 
And they saw I was willing to fol¬ 
low a dream, so it wasn’t too bad.” 

Making the circuit 

It’s not a career about a steady 


Nosan said, and he plans to max¬ 
imize that time even when it com¬ 
plicates personal relationships. 

Does his traveling life allow for 
romance? “Oh, yeah, and all over, 
but not relationships,” he said. 
“It’s definitely a career time, and 
that means being ready to get up 
and go when it’s time. I think this 
has been the most challenging 
part of my career.” 

When he’s not performing, 
Nosan continues his training. “It’s 
more about improving artistically 
than technically,” he said. “With¬ 
out that, it just remains a gym¬ 
nastic event rather than a theatri¬ 
cal event.” 

For four years, Nosan periodi¬ 
cally performed with partner Eric 
Newton in an act they called Air 
Male. Gay clubs were frequent 
clients, and his performance in 
the New Pickle Circus incorpo¬ 
rates a suggestion of homoeroti¬ 
cism during an off-rope pas de 
trois with the circus’ two featured 
dancers. 

“It just kind of naturally 
evolved into that as we worked on 
it,” Nosan said, “and the circus 
wanted some of that, because, 


after all, it is a San Francisco cir¬ 
cus.” ▼ 


The New Pickle Circus will 
continue at the Cowell Theatre 
in Fort Mason through Jan. 3 
before moving to the Mountain 
View Center for the Performing 
Arts on Jan. 8-10. Tickets are

Repertory programmers dominate Top 10

ne of the minor casualties 

|| of America’s increasing cul- 
* - tural senility is the Top 10 
movie list. Ten doesn’t sound like 
a high number, but given the 
quality of the releases in 1998 it 
might as well be 10,000. Breath¬ 
lessly awaited works like Todd 
Soldonz’s Happiness and Jonathan 
Demme’s Beloved were more fiz¬ 
zle than sizzle, and films that were 
supposed to be the latest last word 
in cinematic ovation, like Thomas 
Vinterberg’s The Celebration, sim¬ 
ply dressed up tired plots of fam- 
ilies-in-distress in purposefully 
amateurish technique and epilep¬ 
tic camerawork. Even highly tout¬ 
ed “quality” imports like Imamu- 
ra’s The Eel and Walter Salles’s 
Central Station failed to move past 
the middlebrow and were praised 
beyond their worth by critics who 
couldn’t find much else to cele¬ 
brate this year. 

Fortunately, San Francisco’s 
inventive repertory programmers 
brilliantly bucked the trend with 
some of the most rewarding pro¬ 
grams on record, as the following 
Top 10 list of Bay Area movie 
events shows (in no particular 
order). 

1. Hostess Huestis (Castro). The 
combination of live (sometimes 
barely) stars, kitschy Hollywood 
movies, and drag contests has 
proven so winning that local im¬ 


presario Marc Huestis has suc¬ 
cessfully exported it to other 
cities. Gypsy Rose Lee’s home 
movies, de Palma’s Carrie, and the 
overcooked A Summer Place, 
along with Troy Donahue, Sandra 
Dee, and Piper Laurie, were some 
of the lucky recipients of the 
Huestis makeover this year. 

2. Soviet Sisters (Yerba Buena 
Center). In spite of enthusiastic 


endorsements by Coppola and 
Scorsese, the work of Russian di¬ 
rector Larisa Shepitko has rarely 
emerged from the gulag of inter¬ 
national film distribution. This 
overdue show featured two of her 
best films: Wings (1966), about a 
female fighter pilot’s abandon¬ 
ment by her society, and The As¬ 
cent (1976), an exceptionally bleak 
W.W.II drama. These master¬ 
pieces of postwar social realism 


can be read in retrospect as subtle 
predictions of the dire events in 
the Soviet Union in the 1990s. 

3. Pre-Code Fun (Roxie). 
Spencer Tracy goes skinny-dip- 
ping at midnight (Man’s Castle ), 
Claudette Colbert is a slutty alco¬ 
holic and unwed mother ( Torch 
Singer), and Jean Harlow practi¬ 
cally rapes her boss in a telephone 
booth (Red-Headed Woman). No, 
this isn’t a precis for a new edition 
of Hollywood Babylon, but some 
of the highlights of this year’s 
ever-enchanting pre-code festival 
at the Roxie.

4. Robert Bresson (Pacific Film 
Archive). Bresson, whose career 
began in the early 1940s and 
ended in the early 1980s, is re¬ 
garded by many cinephiles as the 
greatest living director, but his 
films are rarely revived. This com¬ 
plete retrospective (a mere 13 fea¬ 
tures) showed that Bresson in¬ 
deed belongs in the forefront. His 
innovations — using untrained 
actors as “models”; extrapolating 
intense emotions from the small, 
unexpected detail; absolutely re¬ 
fusing to compromise — mark 
him as the most modern of direc¬ 
tors. 

5. Mondo Sadismo (Yerba Buena 
Center). Considering their legions 
of fans (admittedly mostly of the 
drooling fanboy variety), it’s sur¬ 
prising that classic gorefests like 
Cannibal Ferox and Gates of Hell 
are so rarely screened. The YBC 
remedied this oversight with a 
fabulous display of these and 
other classics of the genre. Those 
who prefer their ’60s trash fix 
without the spiked eyeballs, mag¬ 
got rainstorms, and flesh-scarfing 
were given an alternative in two 
elegant Mario Bava films — Her¬ 
cules in the Haunted World with 
mega-hunk Reg Park, and that 
gorgeous exercise in pop, Danger: 
Diabolik! 

6. Film Under Fire (S.F. Cine¬ 
matheque). This program of leg¬ 
endary, explicit avant-garde short 
films from the ’60s to the ’90s was 
a reminder of all that’s best and 
most progressive in film art. 
Works like Anne Severson’s Near 
the Big Chakra (1971), with its 
nonstop parade of choker close- 
ups of vulvas, and Kurt Kren’s 
16/67( 1967), with its reduction of 
a man to the essential mecha¬ 
nisms of life (“eating, drinking, 
pissing, shitting,” as the film’s sub¬ 
title has it), at once evoke and 
transcend their era. 

7. Vipassana (Roxie). This excep¬ 
tional documentary about the in¬ 


troduction of meditation tech¬ 
niques into one of India’s most 
squalid prisons showed a new ap¬ 
proach to prison form that might 
be the only possibility in the pre¬ 
sent reactionary climate. Startling 
images of convicts in silent con¬ 
templation for ten days, guards 
and cons in tearful embrace, and 
criminals adopting their victims 
as their families, offer a sound 
spiritual answer to an ongoing, 
worldwide tragedy. 

8. Kim Ki-young (Castro). Kore¬ 
an cinema is mostly an unknown 
quantity in the West, but the res¬ 
urrection of Kim Ki-young’s bril¬ 
liantly assured, super-sleazy melo¬ 
dramas suggests a further look is 
in order. The Housemaid (1960) 
was especially appalling and en¬ 
thralling with its story of a prim 
music teacher whose life and fam¬ 
ily are capsized by one of the nas¬ 
tiest nannies in cinematic history. 
The fact that none of these films 
appear to be available on video 
made this miniseries all the more 
welcome.

9. Universal Horror (Castro). 
The success of Gods and Monsters 
stirred up new interest in homo 
Hollywood auteur James Whale, 
and this series allowed subtext- 
sensitive audiences to uncover a 
wealth of queer imagery in his 
classic 1930s horror films, The Old 
Dark House, Frankenstein, The 
Bride of Frankenstein, and The In¬ 
visible Man. The sharp new 
35mm prints made this process all 
the easier. 

10. Warhol Rarities (S.F. Cine¬ 
matheque). Warhol’s films, as dis¬ 
tinguished from Paul Morrissey’s 
that have Warhol’s name on them, 
have always been more discussed 
than seen, but this rare double bill 
gave camp-starved viewers a 
chance to see what all the fuss was 
about. Drugged-out waif Edie 
Sedgwick was semi-visible in 
Restaurant, and Maria Montez 
was particularly thrilling in Screen 
Test #2 as a primping diva end¬ 
lessly degraded by vicious off¬ 
screen queen Ronald Tavel: 
“You’re a wild, savage, insane, de¬ 
moniacal female geek! Eat it, you 
bitch! You wild bitch!” T

Nicolas Roeg's 1973 chiller ' Don't Look Now' at the Castro

wenty-five years ago, Don’t 
Look Now, a self-proclaimed 
psychic thriller, opened to 
mixed reviews and sputtering 
box-office. Today, it’s something 
of a late-blooming classic, fre¬ 
quently found on lists of movies 
with abundant creepiness and 
eroticism. It remains a distinctly 
unnerving experience, self-con¬ 
sciously arty yet too powerful to 
ignore and dismiss. The smart 
programmers at the Castro decid¬ 
ed it was time to dust it off and 
feature a brand-new print for the 
new year. 

The plot, by now, is familiar to 
many: John and Laura Baxter 
(Donald Sutherland and Julie 
Christie) lose their young daugh¬ 
ter Christine in a drowning acci¬ 
dent. They later travel to Venice, 
where John is engaged to restore a 
sixteenth-century church. Laura 
happens upon two sisters (Hilary 
Mason and Clelia Matania), one 
of whom claims to have second 


sight. She “sees” Christine as a vi¬ 
sion from the other world. Laura, 
of frail mental and physical 
health, hangs on to the “messages” 
from her dead daughter, while 
John is offended at this attack on 
his rationality. He refuses to see 
his own gifts of prophecy and sets 
up a chain of events leading to 
certain disaster. 

The two stars work magic to¬ 
gether. Roeg snagged both of 
them at the perfect moment. 
Sutherland was still hot from 
M*A*S*H and Klute, and Christie 
had matured from formidable 
presence (Darling) to formidable 
actress (McCabe & Mrs. Miller). 
For Roeg, who is reported to be an 
exacting taskmaster, she seemed 
intuitively to acquire Laura’s 
fragility. As the grieving young 
mother, she looks forever on the 
verge of shattering into a million 
pieces. Next to her, Sutherland 
looks huge and lumbering, but no 
less wounded and vulnerable. 
While she flutters about in ner¬ 
vous optimism, occasionally lev¬ 
eling him with soft-spoken cruel- 
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ties, he retreats into sullen silence. 
He can’t even abide the faith that 
is represented in the building he 
restores. His slow realization of 
the prophecy’s truth, and his ac¬ 
companying slippage from steady 
moorings, is as scary as anything 
in the movie. 

Everything is death and decay. 
In a blatant representation of the 
failure of religious institutions, 
the church that John restores 
must be tended to or it will sink. 
Everyone is disconsolate. The in¬ 


effectual bishop wanders in and 
out of the movie like a berobed 
phantom. The sacred family 
structure has been violated, not 
only by the daughter’s death but 
by the son’s isolation at school. 
The family is never seen whole in 
the movie, and it’s hard to imag¬ 
ine when any of them felt happy 
and complete. The troubled mar¬ 
riage, filled with genuine love, is 
challenged possibly beyond its 
limits. No one is able to offer help 
— not the hotel personnel, the 


eras to great advantage, but the 
achievement isn’t seminal. Just 
how tough is it to make Venice 
look interesting? More inspired is 
the rendering of Venice as a place 
of dread — cold, lonely and 
grotesquely ornamented. It is fur¬ 
ther upended as a romantic desti¬ 
nation by editor Graeme Clif¬ 
ford’s dislocating cuts that under¬ 
mine a linear progression of past, 
present and future. 

Rarely have such glossy pre¬ 
tensions been so deftly executed

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people on the street, or the police 
who dredge up a woman’s corpse 
from the canal. Only the weird sis¬ 
ters offer a way out, but John’s 
skepticism prevents him from 
heeding their cries. 

Disquieting 

Don’t Look Now has no readily 
identifiable villains, save the hor¬ 
rible dwarfed apparition at the 
conclusion. Part of its disquieting 
ambiance comes from an evil and 
destruction that is everywhere but 
nowhere. It cannot be destroyed, 
since it cannot be seen. Terror is 
foretold with repeating images 
that are as ominous as they are 
abstract — the flurry of pigeons, 
the quickly drawn shutters, the 
obscured views of narrow alley¬ 
ways and dark canals. As the city 
closes up and empties with the 
onset of winter, we feel the same 
entrapment and doom that ac¬ 
companies The Shining, High 
Noon or The Silence of the Lambs. 
Venice becomes a watery haunted 
house of no escape. 

By clever visuals, Roeg elevates 
an otherwise standard 
girl-from-beyond-the-grave story 
by Daphne du Maurier into 
something altogether special. 
Roeg and Director of Photogra¬ 
phy Anthony Richmond used 
their handheld peek-a-boo cam- 


and defensible. Consider Don’t 
Look Now without its faux spiri¬ 
tualism, blue-chip stars, harsh 
editing, and Venice location to see 
how Roeg gets disproportionate 
credit for the movie’s effective¬ 
ness. There are groaning, nonfatal 
cliches in Don’t Look Now. The be¬ 
reaved parents leave their English 
estate during a rainstorm, and the 
sister with second sight is blind 
(how pat is that?). But Roeg wise¬ 
ly steers the action away from 
Christine’s death and Gnto her 
parents’ response. They make love 
(in one notoriously graphic 
scene), they quarrel and they try 
to cope, but it’s the magnum loss 
that sends them on to their terri¬ 
ble fate. 

Good luck finding any moral 
messages in Don’t Look Now. This 
is no admonishment to clean up 
the environment or be kind to 
your spouse. What does Don’t 
Look Now have to say? Avoid 
strange women in the bathroom? 
Beware the red mac of Venice? It 
falls apart under such standard 
interpretive expectations. It car¬ 
ries no message except the one 
celebrating confident, flashy film- 
making. ▼ 


Don’t Look Now plays the 
Castro Theatre January 1-7. 
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brought about a wholesale appre¬ 
ciation of the sonatas — 
in every sense of that 
word — and have been 
preserved on a recent¬ 
ly released set of three 
DG CDs.

Moments of musical electricity

The musical year crested early, 
its single greatest event being the 
San Francisco Performances 
recital of Grigory Sokolov on 

January 21. No other musician 
outdid the St. Petersburg pianist 
in turning the performance of no¬ 
tated music into an act of co-cre¬ 
ation. The self-appointed custodi¬ 
ans of tradition howled their 
protests at this, the most contro¬ 
versial musical event of the sea¬ 
son, while Sokolov, up to more 
important stuff, carried on the 
more august if near-forgotten tra¬ 
dition of the artist’s bringing a 
strong point of view to estab¬ 
lished repertoire. Call it living 
music, and call Sokolov’s life at 
the top. Starting off with, of all 
things, Rameau, played as id¬ 
iomatically as I’ve ever heard it on 
piano, Sokolov went on to give a 
searching, exploratory perfor¬ 
mance of Beethoven’s G-Major 
Sonata, Op. 31, No. 1, that took 
the piece to the limits — as 
Beethoven did. His risk-taking 
was such that the Brahms C- 
Major Sonata fell apart in his 
hands, but Sokolov returned with 
a Chopin nocturne encore in 
which time stood still. 

A fellow Russian, Valery 
Gergiev, accomplished some¬ 
thing similar in his Davies Hall 
concert with his Kirov Orchestra 
from St. Petersburg’s Maryinsky 
Theater on November 17. Time 
stood still — as it must — in their 
sublime reading of the Good Fri-

Legends appear 

Two of the music world leg¬ 
ends, pianist Martha Argerich 
and cellist Mstislav Ros¬ 
tropovich, made San Francisco 
Symphony appearances playing 
their signature concertos, the 
Prokofiev Third and the Dvorak, 
respectively. A schedule conflict 
prevented me from hearing the 
Dvorak, though I don’t doubt it 
was the tablets-brought-down- 
from-the-mountaintop experi¬ 
ence my colleagues described. 
Argerich’s Prokofiev, which I 
caught on October 2 and 4, was 
the kind of magisterial playing — 
confident yet spontaneous, revel¬ 
ing in the technical difficulties — 
that made it clear why the Argen¬ 
tine pianist is a legend. In case you 
missed the performances, shortly 
after her appearance here, Arg¬ 
erich followed up her already clas¬ 
sic recording of the concerto with 
a new one, from EMI — one of 
the year’s best recordings — that 
also includes an uncommonly 
subtle performance of Prokofiev’s 
First Piano Concerto and a sub¬ 
lime account of Bartok’s Third. 

Anne-Sophie Mutter took 
the award for comprehensiveness 
and seriousness with her cycle of 
the complete Beethoven violin 
sonatas, with pianist Lambert 
Orkis — an enterprise to which 
she devoted an entire year (an all 
but unheard of level of commit¬ 
ment to a repertoire these days), 
and which San Francisco became 
one of only four North American 
cities to hear complete when the 
pair performed the cycle in Davies 
Hall May 3 and 4. Their efforts

rock show that Sparrows Point puts 
on, it’s not all shallow posturing. 
Their songs pack a wallop, with 
guitarist Kenny Stoned and key¬ 
boardist Margrit Eichler writing 
powerful, crunchy hooks to com¬ 
plement Cip’s tortured, provoca¬ 
tive, and often sexual lyrics.

“All our songs tend to be either 
extremely sexual or really angry,” 
explains the bisexual Cip.

“It’s a ‘fucking’ 
song,” exclaims Cip. “You hear 
yourself sliding in and out on that 
song! But mostly, it’s about an 
S/M trip. That’s more where I 
come from, personally. I’m really 
into fetish sex. I honestly believe 
that pain is the final frontier of 
sexuality. Pain involves such trust. 
It’s everything that love is sup¬ 
posed to be. When you’re playing 


J W ight leather pants. A guitar 
thrust out provocatively 
from the crotch. Gorgeous 
long hair whipping about. Smoke 
billowing out from the stage. And 
powerful music that sounds loud¬ 
er than God. This is what a rock 
’n’ roll show used to be about: 
sexy spectacle, frenzied energy, 
and shameless entertainment. 
Sparrows Point has not forgotten. 

Although seemingly anachro¬ 
nistic in this day and age of sensi¬ 
tive musicians where “it’s all about 
the music, man,” Sparrows Point 
make no apologies for their old- 
school stage antics. And their 
powerful live show proves it. 
Watching these local hard rockers, 
you just might feel a little dis¬ 
placed, feeling as if you’re stand¬ 
ing up close at a really huge arena 
show, instead of at a small San 
Francisco club. And that’s exactly 
how lead singer Sean Cip likes it. 

“For five dollars, you’re getting 
a show you wish you’d see when 
you pay your $30 to go see any of 
these dinosaur rock bands,” claims 
Cip. “Because what we don’t have 
in million-dollar lighting rigs we 
make up for in energy! Behind all 
the smoke and the lights and 
whatever else we drag out on 
stage, Sparrows Point still gives 
one of the biggest and most ag¬ 
gressive rock ’n’ roll shows around. 
We’re like this demented little 
metal version of Cirque du Soleil. 

“There’s contorting body parts 
and sweat, and we always end up 
getting cut while we’re on stage, 
’cause we’re always bashing into 
each other. And it’s not planned at 
all. It just happens. We just get out 
there and the emotion kind of 
takes over. When I get off stage 
I’ve probably lost five pounds in 
sweat. My body is bruised, and I 
don’t even remember what just 
happened half the time.” 

Despite the inherent entertain¬ 
ment value of the sort of frenetic

women returning to familiar 
ground, while continuing to 
broaden their respective grasps. 
For example, for twenty-five 
years, Joni Mitchell’s albums have 
had certain constants (personal 
and political songwriting, a subtle 
jazz influence, a rock influence a 
la “Raised On Robbery,” and the 
occasional cover tune, to name a 
few) that can all be found on 
Taming The Tiger. 

The same holds true for Mi¬ 
dler. You know that you can count 
on a retro number or two, comic 
relief, and inspired covers of songs 
by both well-respected and up- 
and-coming songwriters, and you 
can find all of those things on 
Bathhouse Betty. In fact, Midler 
opens Bathhouse Betty with a 
stunning cover of Leonard 
Cohen’s “Song Of Bernadette” 
(which Cohen co-wrote with Jen¬ 
nifer Warnes and Bill Elliot). Mi¬ 
dler nails it in her special way, 
which is why the song that fol¬ 
lows, “I’m Beautiful,” is such a dis¬ 
appointment. A comedic dance 
number that was probably perfect 
for her live performances simply 
loses something on disc. Redemp¬ 
tion comes in the form of “Lulla¬ 
by In Blue,” about a woman who 
gave up a child for adoption when 
she was younger, which, ironical¬ 
ly enough, was co-written by 
Cohen’s son Adam. 

Midler goes Polynesian (she is, 
after all, a native) on the sweet 
“Ukulele Lady,” but loses her foot¬ 
ing on “I’m Hip.” She doesn’t re¬ 
gain it until her inspired cover of 
Ben Folds’s “Boxing.” I advise you 
to skip “Big Socks,” which makes 
her claim on the song “I’m Hip” a 
bald-faced lie. All is not lost, espe¬ 
cially on the trilogy of songs that 
close the disc, “That’s How Love 
Moves” (co-written by Jennifer 
Kimball), the appropriately 
schmaltzy One True Thing movie

", wo of the most eagerly an¬ 
ticipated discs of the year 
$§' came from two true legends 
of popular music. Joni Mitchell’s 
and Bette Midler’s fans have pret¬ 
ty much known what to expect on 
each of these divine divas’ albums 
over the course of their lengthy 
(30 years and 26 years respective¬ 
ly) and illustrious recording ca¬ 


reers. There have been the occa¬ 
sional forays into the forgettable 
(Mitchell’s Mingus, Midler’s For 
The Boys soundtrack), forgivable 
because we know that an artist has 
to experiment in order for her to 
grow and become that much 
more perfect. 

Taming The Tiger (Reprise) by 
Joni Mitchell and Bathhouse Betty 
(Warner Brothers) by Bette Mi¬ 
dler are no exceptions to these 
rules. Both albums find both 


much to the band’s frequent gig¬ 
ging over the past year. The group 
sounds tight, assured, and fo¬ 
cused. Cip is pleased with the re¬ 
sults. “This is the kind of shit that 
you’re either going to pump your 
fist to,” he says, “or have sex to.” Al¬ 
though, with only three tracks on 
the EP, even Cip admits that it 
would probably have to be a 
quickie. 

It’s Sparrows Point’s live show, 
however, that really proves the 
band’s ability to kick ass. “We’re 
trying to bring the entertainment 
back to music,” says Cip. “Because 
I think a lot of bands took their 
shit so seriously that it just ended 
up not being very much fun. I 
mean, it’s great that Bono and 
Eddie Vedder want to change the 
world or whatever, but I just want 
people to have a great time.” ▼

Overdue honors 

Coming four years after her 
last studio disc (TurbulentIndigo) 
and following her long overdue 
honors at the Grammy Awards 
and from Billboard Magazine 
(among others) and induction 
into the Rock & Roll Hall of 
Fame, Taming The Tiger finds 
Mitchell at her most unaffected. 
In fact, her phenomenal song¬

“Love Puts On A New Face,” 
“Crazy Cries Of Love,” and “Stay 
In Touch,” ranks with the best 
songs Mitchell has written on the

Reveling in the year’s best books

ne of the real pleasures of 
being a critic is compiling 
the annual top ten list. Of 
course, one of the agonies of 
being a critic is compiling a top 
ten list, but in this rich and rap¬ 
turous year, the agony involved 
limiting the list to ten. This was a 
year of extraordinary first novels, 
as well as glorious work by sea¬ 
soned writers. In fact, 1998 was a 
year for readers to delight in the 
written word, to savor complex 
characters, to revel in plots that 
made us think and feel and cele¬ 
brate. In selecting ten, I looked for 
those books I was still thinking 
about long after I read them, the 
books I recommended to friends, 
the books I knew I would reread 
with pleasure in the years to 
come. 

Black and Blue by Anna 
Quindlen; Random House, $23 

In her astonishing story of 
Fran Benedetto, Anna Quindlen 
created vivid characters and terri¬ 
fying truths as she traced a 
woman’s journey to her own 
identity. Fran was a battered 
woman, trying to escape a brutal 
husband and save herself and her 
child. This was a stunning novel, 
one that raised questions about 
the very notion of self while offer¬ 
ing a look at the creation of that 
self that was painfully personal, 
potently political. Quindlen’s 
writing was extraordinary, her 
plotting flawless, her characters 
unforgettable. 

The Burning Plain by Michael 
Nava; Putnam, $23.95 


In his sixth Henry Rios novel, 
Michael Nava took on questions

of life and death, heaven and hell, 
and considered the possibility that 
we may create our own hell while 
we live.

Com¬ 
bining sharp observations with 
real emotions, Hodgman used 
language with exquisite care and 
consummate skill to create a novel 
that pleased on every level. 

Shaman's Moon by Sarah Dreher; 
New Victoria, $12.95 

Sarah Dreher’s seventh Stoner 
McTavish mystery was her best 
yet, a psychological thriller in 
which Stoner’s willingness to be¬ 
lieve in magic was the key to the 
plot, the danger, and the possibil¬ 
ity of redemption. Using humor 
and romance to illustrate her 
characters’ strengths and weak¬ 
nesses, Dreher gave us a com¬ 
pletely credible look at the world 
that lurks beyond the visible. 


What Girls Learn by Karin Cook; 
Vintage, $13 

An extraordinary first novel, 
What Girls Learn was the story of 
an amazing mother and her two 
daughters and the ways in which 
they tried to cope with the moth¬ 
er’s breast cancer. Laugh out loud 
funny, when your heart wasn’t 
breaking, this novel explored 
mothers and daughters with 
power and warmth. 

The Wolf Ticket by Caro Clarke; 
Firebrand, $12.95 

Caro Clarke’s first novel was 
an extraordinarily engrossing 
tale of love at first sight in 
post-war Europe. She created a 
detailed and historically accu¬ 
rate picture of the ravages of 
the European war, and gave us 
characters we will always re¬ 
member. The Wolf Ticket was a 
realistic romance, and a plea¬ 
sure to read. 

Finally, had I not had a hand 
in helping Nanci Little find Odd 
Girls Press, I would have includ¬ 
ed her newest novel, First Resort, 
in this list. My personal involve¬ 
ment aside, however, I do think 
that First Resort is an extraordi¬ 
nary novel, entertaining, touch¬ 
ing, funny, sexy, alL the things 
that we love in great fiction. Lit¬ 
tle’s earlier novels, Thin Fire and 
The Grass Widow, marked her as 
a writer of skill and craft. With 
First Resort, she moves to that 
rarefied level where great writers 
hang out. T

Best of modem dance, 1998 

Inspirations of the year

am not one for making lists, 
except for grocery shopping. 
m The idea of ranking objects, 
people or events is confusing to 
me because I tend of think of as 
many aspects and variables as 
possible for each item, and that 
destroys any framework for judg¬ 
ing each in relation to the others. 
On the other hand, I could make 
up a bunch of new categories for 
the dance performances I saw this 
past year. For example, the Great- 
est-disparity-between-brilliant- 
stage-design-and-insubstantial- 
choreography Award could go to 
Mark Morris for The Hard Nut. 
Or the Emperor’s-new-clothes- 
vis-a-vis-a-50-year-old-myth 
Award to the New York City Bal¬ 


let. But I am trying to take this 
task seriously, so I will just keep to 
that which excited me. As I have 
yet to discover the secret of being 
omniscient and omnipresent, this 
list is not meant to be compre¬ 
hensive. I probably didn’t see your 
favorite, so don’t assume that be¬ 
cause it’s not included, I didn’t 
like it. 

In attempting to list the sea¬ 
son’s picks in no particular order, 
I discovered I was at a loss where 
to begin, so I impartially pulled 
them out of hat! Really. 

Betsy Erickson’s Beneath the 
Wake — Choreographed for 
Oakland Ballet, this piece is a suc¬ 
cess on every level. To Philip 
Glass’s Concerto for Violin and 
Orchestra, Erickson not only cre¬ 
ated the undulating quality of 


movement in the water through 
the actual steps but also in the 
manipulations of several groups 
of dancers in an ebb and flow. Her 
musicality is impeccable, and the 
sheer momentum of her phrasing 
and the way in which she orders 
and then reorders those phrases is 
hypnotic. Equally beautiful is the 
set by Sharon Shepherd. With its 
enormous range of colors and 
textures, it contributes signifi¬ 
cantly to the atmosphere invoked 
on stage. Patty Ann Farrell’s light¬ 
ing design is an integral part of 
the marriage of visual to kines¬ 
thetic as well. Her changing colors 
and angles make the painted 
backdrop seem to be an entirely 
different set every few minutes. In 
an era when stark, dramatic light¬ 
ing and industrial aesthetics rule, 
I was happy to see that complex 
subtlety still has a place. Sandra 
Woodall’s costumes further com¬ 
plement the visual appeal of this 
work. 

Tomi Paasonen — The fertile 
imagination of this up-and-com¬ 
ing choreographer gave us four 
premieres this past year. During a 


three-month residency at the Jon 
Sims Center he created Tube 57, a 
futuristic exploration of the per¬ 
ception of time in which the pro¬ 
tagonist has become immortal 
through genetic manipulation. 
For Summerfest/Dance, he con¬ 
cocted the wacky X, a biting satire 
of the classical dance world. And 


as an end-of-year finale, Paasonen 
initiated Kunststoff, an evening- 
length microfestival of dance, film 
and visual art, where he unveiled 
two more works: MegaHz, delving 
into sexual isolation and rniscom- 
munication, and Destination 
Dreamland, an urban scary/fairy

trendy pop psychology about the 
war between the sexes — 1 but it 
served to introduce Lucia Lacarra, 
the new Spanish principal who 
spent most of the season injured, 
but not before her bitch goddess 
reduced several stalwart SFB boys 
to limp spaghetti. 

Lacarra’s star turn set the tone 
for a number of solo perfor¬ 
mances at SFB, in which the 
dancer was more important than 
the dance. Yuan Yuan Tan, the 
Shanghai beauty with the amaz¬ 
ing extensions, did her best to el¬ 
evate Helgi Tomasson’s chic but 
meaningless confection Silver 
Ladders, though her partner 
Roman Rykin seemed miscast as a

T 'i wo local dance personalities 
— one a hard-bitten critic 
and the other an equally 
gimlet-eyed ballerina — said the 
same thing after the first act of 
Mark Morris’ The Hard Nut this 
year: “I was in tears.” That’s exact¬ 
ly why Morris js the best thing to 
happen to local ballet in 1998. 

In addition to the tenderness 
and rude japery of his Hard Nut, 
Morris also reprised Maelstrom 
for San Francisco Ballet (do you 
have any idea how difficult it is to 
choreograph Beethoven?), pre¬ 
sented the local premiere of his 
campy Lucky Charms with the 
Mark Morris Dance Group in 
Berkeley, and staged Rameau’s 
magical opera-ballet, Platee. 

If you missed any of those 


events, you can look forward to 
the world premiere of a new piece 
to Handel’s choral anthem, Dixit 
Dominus, at Berkeley in March 
(given with Love Song Waltzes and 
New Love Song Waltzes to the 
same Brahms scores that Balan¬ 
chine set for his Liebeslieder Walz- 
er which SFB performed in the 
spring). Then the prodigal Morris 
slithers across the Bay Bridge in 
April to unveil Sandpaper Ballet 
(I’m itching already) to Leroy An¬ 
derson tunes. 

Balanchine’s 50 minutes of 
waltzes was SFB’s best new chore¬ 
ography of the past season. They 
also dragged out the late Jerome 
Robbins’ penny-dreadful The 
Cage — nothing dates as fast as 
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Modern dance 
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tale. His forte is in combining 
dance, movement, costume, 
music, and text into a cohesive 
whole. Paasonen is not afraid to 
push to the limit, and more im¬ 
portantly, he is never boring. 

Robert Moses — A charismatic 
performer, Moses never fails to 
make me want to get up and 
dance with him. His electric pres¬ 
ence and the depth of his explo¬ 
ration of movement contribute 
significantly to the richness and 
sincerity of his choreography. 

Axis Dance Company — This 
troupe of able-bodied and dis¬ 
abled dancers creates truly tran¬ 
scendent work. The point is not 
about what dancers of different 
abilities can or cannot do, it is that 
whatever anyone does on stage is 
performed with the greatest com¬ 
mitment, focus, tenderness, or 
vulnerability possible. The chore¬ 
ography itself is a constant unrav¬ 
eling and unveiling of possibili¬ 
ties, a blending of movement tex¬ 
tures and shapes. It seems as if 
working with the physical limita¬ 
tions of some of the dancers has 
necessitated discovering more in¬ 


novative ways of making ideas 
and feelings visible. Very inspira¬ 
tional. 

Ballet Preljocaj — In this day of 
lowered expectations, it’s rare that 
when we have high hopes we are 
even prepared to have them ful¬ 
filled. Seeing Ballet Preljocaj was 
one such epiphany. I had been 
looking forward to seeing the 
company for weeks and couldn’t 
have set the stakes any higher for 
possible disappointment. Just re¬ 
flecting back over the perfor¬ 
mance triggers the rush I got that 
night. Like all arts junkies, I keep 
going back to the theater, concert 
hall or museum hoping to repeat 
that indescribable high one expe¬ 
riences in the presence of artistic 
genius. The overall quality of this 
company, from the meticulous at¬ 
tention to detail to the broad 
artistic vision, kept me riveted the 
entire evening. 

Zakir Hussain — The classical 
Indian tabla player provided the 
music for Lines Contemporary 
Ballet’s performance of Artistic 
Director Alonzo King’s Who 
Dressed You Like a Foreigner? Not 
only does live music add immea¬ 
surably to a dance concert for the 
audience, but it can inspire the 
dancers to go beyond their self- 


perceived limitations. Hussain 
displayed his mastery of his art in 
complete harmony with the danc¬ 
ing. 

Joe Goode and Willis Bigelow 

— Twice, I saw these two perform 
a duet from Goode’s Deeply There, 
Stories of a Neighborhood, and I 
would happily see it again and 
again. Goode, as the partner of a 
man dying from AIDS, and 
Bigelow, as the little boy (which 
he is) who wants to know where 
Ben is, dance and speak this 
touching piece with such authen¬ 
ticity that what could easily have 
become saccharine and cloying is 
one of the most sweet and tender 
pas de deux I’ve ever seen. 

Butoh artists Katsura Kan, 
Akira Kasai, Masahide Omori 

— I thank the San Francisco 
Butoh Festival for giving me the 
opportunity to see these three 
Butoh performers. Despite the 
unevenness of the Festival, the ap¬ 
pearance of Kan, Kasai and 
Omori more than compensated 
for the lack of consistency. All 
three are incredible performers 
and reaffirmed my faith in the 
ability of performers to achieve 
such astounding control over 
their bodies in service to higher 
artistic goals. ▼ 
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romantic foil. 

Whatever one thinks of his 
choreography, Tomasson has a ge¬ 
nius for matching partners. The 
Tan-Rykin duo was the result of 
an injury, but how did Tomasson 
guess that the politely schooled, 
quiet Vadim Solomakha would 
provide such a profound match 
for the volatile Tan? It was that old 
Fred-and-Ginger equation: He 
gives her class and she gives him 
sex appeal. Their Swan Lake, 
which drew any number of local 
ballet mavens to its second per¬ 
formance (nobody but the Bay 
Area Reporter bothered to cover 
their debuts) was the full-length 
highlight of the season. 

Joanna Berman is another SFB 
dancer who is often superior to 
the choreography. Harald Lan¬ 
der’s Etudes is entertaining, one of 
those educational “barre to grand 
jete” pieces, but it was Berman’s 
radiant 19th-century Sylph, with 
wafting ports de bras, that gave 
the work its cachet. Evelyn Cis¬ 
neros announced her retirement 
after the 1999 season, and her last 
Swan Lake matinee was conduct¬ 
ed by SFB’s beloved music direc¬ 
tor, Denis de Coteau, who has 
been very ill. There wasn’t a dry 
eye in the house. 

Ballet performances I hated 
this season: Baryshnikov’s end¬ 
lessly self-indulgent solos for 
White Oak; the expensive, unmu¬ 
sical Othello choreographed by 
Lar Lubovitch for SFB; and an 
Italian troupe called Ballet 
Toscano that played only in Marin 
County. It purported to show 
man’s ascent from tadpoles — I 
think — via a lot of dry humping. 
Hideous costumes, ridiculous 
music from chant to rock, and the 
most unintentionally hilarious 
anti-ballet bodies I’ve ever seen 
kept me and my companion in 
stitches. 

Finally, farewell to Svetlana Be- 
riosova, my first ballet crush, who 
died in London in the fall. Unfair¬ 
ly eclipsed at the Royal Ballet by 
the cult of Margot Fonteyn, the 
Russian-born Beriosova, in addi¬ 
tion to having the most perfect 
legs, shaped my taste for dancers 
of elegance and mystery. She re¬ 
tired in 1976, and I’ve missed her 
ever since. T

Karaoke 

H ere’s a heads up for all you lovers 
of quirky, eclectic, theatrically 
inspired pop, rock, folk, and 
funk music. One of our city’s previous¬ 
ly unheralded but eminently praise¬ 
worthy young musical auteurs, Mark 
Growden, has just produced an infec¬ 
tiously fun album, Downstairs Karaoke 
(Wiggle Biscuit Records), and the CD 
release party coming up on Saturday, 
January 9 should be a real blast. 

When I called Growden to ask him 
why, though he has been performing 
about town for years, he hasn’t re¬ 
ceived greater recognition, he first had 
to calm down his two-and-a-half-year- 
o\d daughter, who was wailing in the 
background, before replying that his 
primary venues have been perfor¬ 
mance-art and dance spaces, where he 
frequently accompanies local talents, 
crafting original scores for their shows. 

The album itself apparently is 
named for a real-life downstairs neigh¬ 
bor whose karaoke singing can be heard 
(recorded, on one short track) through 
the floorboards. That’s only one of the 
delightfully crazy elements in a record¬ 
ing that bounces off walls, with every¬ 
thing but the kitchen sink thrown in to 
create a wild variety of songs, each skill¬ 
fully executed by Growden and a host of 
fine accompanying musicians. 

It starts off with a circusy number 
on which Growden swerves drunken- 
ly among xylophones, soprano sax, 
Grandma’s organ, glockenspiel, bass 
pedals, baritone horn, accordion, bass 
drum, and cymbal, while adding his 
Beck-like vocals. Local percussion 
wonder Jim Santi Owens adds snare 
drum, hit hat, and cymbals, while 
Myles Boisen plays electric guitar. 

The tone changes dramatically on the 
fifth track, “Dirt Road,” which is pure, 
unadulterated folk, with Growden’s 
voice suddenly clear, unaffected, and 
perhaps a bit too sincere (he’s generally 
at his best when he’s being hammy). 

Then things get alternately funky, 
with a gravely-voiced ballad reminis¬ 
cent of Tom Waits, and playful, with a 
Beck-like creation about a toy, 
“Squeaky P,” a kind of rap slowed down 
to a ramble, with a squeaky homemade 
spike fiddle played by Peter Whitehead. 

Downstairs Karaoke evolved from 
Growden’s immersion in the world of 
performance art, and shows it with its 
sometimes jarring transitions of 
mood. But you can’t help liking this 
guy, or his music. ▼

The East Bay, with the Alame¬ 
da County Leather Corps and the 
Inland Empires court system 
working together, also generates 
funds for charitable agencies, and

maker Edward Guthmann took a 
brief leave of absence from the 
paper this year.

He did not use his name in any 
advance publicity, nor did the lily- 
livered critic identify himself at 
the time of the performance. The 
degree of neuroses reflected in 
this modus operandi is too scary 
to contemplate. Guthmann wisely 
did not give up his day job. 



Mayor Willie Brown 


Georgy-Porgy, 
puddin’ and ... 

His eminence Mayor Brown 
took three direct hits in the form 
of pies thrown by political ac¬ 
tivists during one of his press con¬ 
ferences. Brown, humorless under 
the best of circumstances, imme¬ 
diately jumped into the fray and 
tackled the one female pie-throw¬ 
er, wrestling her to the ground 
and allegedly fracturing her collar 
bone. The press and the mayor’s 
office made a big stink about in¬ 
creasing security and prosecuting 
the pie-eyed perpetrators to the 
full extent of the law, but the pub¬ 
lic saw something else.

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The unreal 
thing

Things Invisible To See: Gay and 
Lesbian Tales of Magic Realism 
edited by Lawrence Schimel; 
Circlet, $12.95 

Christabel by Laura Adams; 
Naiad, $11.95 

I ’ll confess to a true affection 
for the story that takes the real 
world and stands it on its head. 
I’m not talking about wholly cre¬ 
ated fantasy worlds, but rather, a 
familiar world in which things 
happen for which there is no ra¬ 
tional explanation, but which are 
nevertheless entirely believable. 
Magic realism the critics call it, 
and when the realism and the 
magic are both credibly por¬ 
trayed, the reader is the winner. 

In his fine, introduction to 
Things Invisible To See, editor 
Lawrence Schimel ( The Drag 
Queen of Elfland) offers a defini¬ 
tion of magic realism that in¬ 
cludes our queer existence: “For 
many of us, that moment of find¬ 
ing out we’re not the only one, of 
falling in love for the first time 
with someone of the same sex and 
finding that love miraculously, in¬ 
credibly — when society tells us 
such passion is wrong and per¬ 
verse — returned, can seem like a 
bright spot of magic in the drab, 
gray‘real’world.” 

The stories in this collection 
vary widely in terms of plot, style, 
and theme, but all are evidence of 
the skill of the writers. In Martha 
Soukup’s narrative “The Story So 
Far,” the story is told from the 
point of view of one of the pe¬ 
ripheral characters, someone who 
wants to claim time for herself 
unrelated to the hero’s concerns. 
Schimel’s “The River of Time” be¬ 
gins with an urn full of ashes and 
ends.... well, I won’t tell you, but 
you’ll be glad you read the story. 
Leslea Newman’s “Still Life With 
Woman and Apple” will change 
forever the way you feel when you 
visit a museum. “Shayna Maidel” 
by Laura Antoniou made me 
laugh out loud. Things Invisible To 
See is an extraordinary collection. 

“Laura Adams” is the pseudo¬ 
nym of a lesbian romance writer 
whose first novel, Night Vision, 
was one of my top ten for last 
year. Her new novel, Christabel, is 
a story of marketing, advertising, 
and satanic evil. Now I think of it, 
what’s unreal about that? Plenty, 



as it turns out. 

Dina Rowland works for an in¬ 
vestment firm, and her newest 
client, a fashion designer, is a plain 
pig. One of his models, however, 
causes Dina to lose her profes¬ 
sional cool every time she wan¬ 
ders into a room. The model, 
Christabel, comes from a long line 
of women who die young, usually 
horribly. Convinced she has no 
future, her feelings for Dina cause 
more regret than anything else. 



Adams wraps this contempo¬ 
rary tale with a series of flashbacks 
to colonial times and the first, 
cursed Christabel. Adams deftly 
moves from first to third person 
narration, and the time and place 
are always clear. Her recreation of 
the brutality of colonial life for 
women is particularly vivid, and 
makes a nice contrast to the hor¬ 
rors of twentieth-century market¬ 
ing. The ending is fantastic and 
believable and very satisfying. 

Our lives are, or should be, mag¬ 
ical. Take a little time to meet some 
very fine writers as they do voodoo 
that they do so well, but keep the 
lights on, and make sure all the 
doors are securely locked. Nothing 
is as it seems, don’t you know. ▼
